It is believed that the 
underground group has 
called on small local] or- 


ganisations to recruit 
members and finance the 


party. 

The welfare workers be- 
lieve that there are about 
50 “Wolves” operating in 
Melbourne and say that 
in the past year the 
group has moved offices 
several times. 

Letters detailing terror 
tactics aimed at some 
Turkish community 
groups and their officials 
have been sent to Mr 
Peter Falconer, the MHR 
for Casey, and the Aus- 


tralian Railways Union. 
The letters were passed 
on to the Minister for 
Immigration and Ethnic 
Affairs, Mr Macphee, 
who said that it was not 
an immigration matter. 
The Richmond police 
confirmed yesterday that 
it was investigating at- 
tacks on an office of the 
Australian Turkish Cul- 
tural Association in 
Church’ Street,  Rich- 
mond. 


In April shots were. 
fired through an office 
window and a fire bomb 
was thrown at the build- 
ing. 
Leaflets have been cir-. 
culated in Melbourne 
cay, ra aims of. 
the Grey Wolves. 


Part of the leaflet says: 
“This is a letter not to 
scare you; it is a letter 
to warn you because we 
have friends among us' 
who have had their train: | 
ing in Nationalist China. . 

“These friends were in 
Sydney; now their duty 
is in Melbourne as a 
commander and a ser- 
geant.”

"GLOOMY FORECASTS FOR UNEMPLOYMENT--There have been more gloomy forecasts on 
the prospects of Australia's unemployed. The prime minister, Mr Fraser, told 
newsmen in Canberra that he did not expect the rate of unemployment to fall 
this year. This was because of world economic conditions and moves for short- 
er hours and increased wages in Australia. In its monthly report on the econ- 
omy, the National Bank has made a similar prediction. The bank also says there 
are growing doubts whether the present positive elements in the Australian 
cconomy--strong investments and steady cousumer spending--can be sustained.

THREAT TO BAN FRENCH GOODS--The Australian Council of Trade Unions has 
threatened to apply bans to French products unless France ends its underground 
nuclear testing program in the Pacific. President of the ACTU Mr Donlan said 
opposition to the nuclear program was growing steadily. Following the meeting 
in Melbourne of the Australia-New Zealand Trade Union Coordinating Council, 

Mr Dolan said trade union opposition would develop into bans on French goods 

if France did not agree to stop the nuclear tests. Trade unions in Australia 
banned French goods in 1973 to protest against French atmospheric nuclear tests 
in the Pacific.

ECONOMIC TIES WITH NEW ZEALAND--The Federal Cabinet has decided to proceed 
with negotiations aimed at achieving closer economic relations between Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. Radio Australia's Canberra office says the cabinet 
considers a submission from the Department of Trade and Resources on the talks 
that have already taken place between officials from both countries. Our 
office says the department has been asked to report on proposed extension to 
New Zealand's only steel mill which might mean a reduction in the amount of 
steel that Australia is able to sell New Zealand. Australian trade officials 
are to travel to Wellington later this month for a further round of talks.

NORTHERN TERRITORY GAS FIELD--The Federal Government has given conditional 
approval for the development of the Palm Valley gas field in the northern 
territory. The project is foreign controlled with Magellan Petroleum of the 
United States holding an 81 percent interest in the field. Treasurer Howard 
said Australian equity in Palm Valley was about 34 percent. He said the gov- 
ernment had approved the development provided Magellan and its Australian 
partners try to increase Australian equity and control to at least 50 percent

EEC'S SUGAR-DUMPING ATTACKED--The Federal Primary Industry minister, Mr Nixon, 
has renewed the government's attack on the European Economic Community for 
causing problems in the sugar industry. Mr Nixon was opening the annual 
sugar producers association conference in Brisbane. He said that unless sugar 
exports were brought under control there was a danger that the countries which 
had signed the International Sugar Agreement, including Australia, would con- 
tinue to lose their share of the world market. The minister claimed that the 
EEC's sugar dumping was costing Australia between Australian $70 million and 
Australian $150 million a year, that's between $75 million and $125 million. 
M~ Nixon said there were now signs that the EEC would consider keeping to the 
International Sugar Agreement. However, if it is not then he hinted that the 
Federal Government might be prepared to retaliate in some way. [Text]

police says a group of six aborigines is to go to Libya to be trained in 
terror tactics that could be used to disrupt the Commonwealth games. Queens- 
land Premier Mr Bjelke-Petersen made the disclosure today but he declined to 
give other details of the source of the information but said it was reliable. 
Mr Bjleke-Petersen said he told the prime minister of the report now 2 months 
old. He said police were now investigating a number of allegations. The 
chairman of the Queensland branch of the National Aboriginal Conference 
described the claim as rubbish. Mr Steve Mam says the claim was designed to 
stir people up.

TRADE TALKS WITH NEW ZEALAND--New Zealand has called for an acceleration of 
talks on closer trading links with Australia. New Zealand's trade and indus- 
try Minister Templeton, who is in Canberra for talks on trade, said any sub- 
stantial delay in the talks could harm the final agreement. Mr Templeton said 
officials from both countries would meet next month and it was hoped they 
would prepare a draft agreement for New Zealand Prime Minister Muldoon and 

Mr Fraser to sign in June. The New Zealand minister said import licensing 

in New Zealand would gradually disappear giving Australia a preferred posi- 
tion in the New Zealand market.

JAPANESE LOAN FOR GAS PROJECT--The syndicate of Japanese banks aad insurance 
companies led by the Bank of Tokyo has signed a loan agreement to provide $108 
million for western Australia's natural gas pipeline. The money to be repaid 
over 15 years will be used to pay a group of Japanese and Australian companies 
supplying steel and other materials for the pipeline from Dampier to Perth 
which will carry gas from the northwest shelf.

URANIUM PLANT GO-AHEAD--Traditional aboriginal landowners in tne Northern 
Territory have given their approval for the development of the Jabiluka 
Uranium Mine, about 250 km southeast of Darwin. Work on the mine, which will 
cost about U.S. $540 million, is expected to begin in about a month. The 
agreement was signed by negotiators from the Northern Land Council and Pan 
Continental Mining. Pan Continental estimates that the mine should be fully 
operational by 1985 and will be largest uranium in the territory with initial 
production of 3,000 tons of yellow cake a year and about 40,000 ounces of gold 


a year. The company expects the mine to produce for about 80 years. [Melbourne

PHILIPPINE NEGOTIATIONS FOR URANIUM--The Philippines has confirmed that it's 
negotiating with Australia for the supply of uranium for its nuclear power 
station which is due to go into production in 3 years. Philippines energy 
Minister Velasco says the initial supply of uranium for the station will come 
from the United States but subsequent supplies will come from Australia. Mr 
Velasco said talks on the terms of supply were being held with Australia. 

The energy minister also said talks were in progress on buying equity in 
Australian coal companies. Mr Velasco said the Philippines was pushing both 
individually and through the Association of Southeast Asian Nations to gain a 
10 percent share in a new coal development project in Australia. [Text]

OFFICIAL MIDDLE EAST VISIT-~A Federal Government minister says the Middle East 
offers valuable markets for Austrelian consultants and government-sponsored 
agencies. The minister for housing and construction, Mr McVeigh, said the 
main opportunities were in the fields of agriculture, construction and mineral 
exploration. Mr McVeigh was speaking in Baghdad after 2 weeks of talks in 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan and iraq. Ina statement released in Canberra, he said 
Arab governments had pointed to generous tax exemptions and other incentives 
for companies establishing offices in the region or entering joint ventures. 
He said the Iraqi government wanted long-term agreements covering wheat, 
barley, meat, sheep and livestock. While in Baghdad, Mr McVeigh, who was 
assisting the minister for trade and resources, signed an agreement with Iraq

EEC AGRICULTURAL POLICY--Australia's Prime Minister Mr Fraser says he has 
received an assurance from the president of the commission of the European 
Economic Community, Mr Thorn, that he is committed to reforming the EEC's 
agricultural policy. Mr Fraser said he had been told by Mr Thorn, who re- 
cently visited Australia, that he wanted to see an end to the subsidizing of 
European farm exports on international markets and firm upper limits on over- 
al] European farm production. However, Mr Thorn had also said because of a 
bleak economic outlook in Europe, there were only limited possibilities of the 
10 member countries of the EFC introducing significant early changes in indus- 
try and agriculture. Mr Fraser said Australia understood Europe's problems 
and was not asking the European commission to force farmers out of farming. 
Australia was asking that policies of excessive protection and assistance be 
retormed and that changes should not be deferred indefinitely. Mr Fraser 
also said he had agreed with Mr Thorn that trade disputes place additional

UNEMPLOYMENT AT 12 PERCENT--The federal opposition leader, Mr Hayden, claims 
that 800,000 Australians or 12 percent of the work force are unemployed. Mr 
Hayden said that true employment figures will not be revealed at the official 
level because large numbers of people have given up looking for work after 
receiving endless rejections to job applications. The latest Bureau of Sta- 
tistics figures put the level of unemployment at 6.4 percent of the work 
force. Speaking in Hobart, Mr Hayden said the cost of unemployment and a 
loss of national income was conservatively estimated at more than A$8,000 
million a year. He said it was morally outrageous that Australia with its 
abundant resources should be in what he called such a stricken condition.

COAL EXPORTS TO JAPAN--Trade and resources minister, Mr Anthony, says Japan 
is turning away from Australia for its raw materials because of industrial 
disputes which disrupt supplies. His comment follows the release in Tokyo 
of figures that show Japan is taking less Australian steaming coal. Mr 
Anthony said Japan had reduced its steaming coal imports following strikes 
on the waterfront. The Tokyo figures show Australia as still the biggest 
supplier of steaming coal for Japan's power stations, but its share of the 
total market has dropped. Radio Australia's Tokyo office says that last 
year Japan's steaming coal imports more than doubled to 11.6 million tons. 
\ustralia supplied just under half of that compared with more than 60 percent 
the year before. Our office says that although there has been a rapid in- 
crease in Japanese coal imports from the United States, Canada, China and 
South Africa, Australia can expect to retain a major share of the market for 
steaming coal.

VutLIPPINES COAL MINE INVESTMENT--The Philippine Government is considering 
buying shares in Australian coal mining companies. The Philippine energy 
minister, Mr Valesco, said six or seven Australian firms have offered to 
sell some of their shares but his government had not decided in which firm 
to invest. Australia exports 25,000 tons of coal to the Philippines each 
year. Mr Valesco revealed the proposal to invest in the Australian coal 
industry while announcing a 6-year energy development program designed to 
reduce Philippine dependence on imported oil.

OVERSEAS BORROWINGS TO INCREASE--The federal government is to increase its 
overseas borrowings by about $500 million. The treasurer, Mr Howard, said 
this would be in addition to the $500 million already raised during the 
current financial year which ends on 30 June. Mr Howard said it had been 
decided to increase overseas borrowings to bring about what he called an 
appropriate contribution to Australia's foreign currency reserves. He said 
the government was at present negotiating borrowings of about $350 million 
on the Swiss capital market.

LLIOULFIED GAS EXPORT DELAY--There is expected to be a delay in the beginning 
of export of Liquified natural gas to Japan from the northwest shelf project 
off western Australia. Under a memorandum of intent signed last June, a 
consortium of Japanese gas and electricity companies was to receive the first 
shipment of northwest shelf gas in 1986. However, Radio Australia's Tokyo 





correspondent, Walter Hamilton, says sources on both the Japanese and Austral- 
ian negotiating teams say it is now intended the exports will start from July 
1987, about 1 year later than intended. Hamilton says it is expected that 

it will take 2 and 1/2 years instead of 18 months for deliveries to reach 
their peak volume of nearly 6 million tons a year. Our correspondent says the 
details of the agreement have yet to be finalized, but an Australian execu- 
tive close to the project has confirmed they are basically correct. Hamilton 
says the plan is being revised because it has taken longer than expected to 
finalize the export sale contract and because the Japanese economy has slowed 
down.

TRADE DISPUTE TALKS WITH EEC--Further talks are to be held between Australia 
and the European Economic Community to try to prevent a long-running trade 
dispute from erupting anew. The EEC has announced that it intends to drop 
tariff concession on some Australian goods, such as wood, fats and seafoods. 
The action isin retaliation for Australia's restrictions on motor vehicle and 
footwear export from the EEC. The community claims it has suffered damage 
equalling U.S. $15 million because of Australia's action. The EEC's formal 
notice of its action has come before the International Council of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade which has decided to seek talks between the two 
sides.

DIAMOND MARKETING AGREEMENT--The South African mining giant, De Beers, has 
reached a preliminary agreement with the Ashton joint venture partners in 
Western Australia to maintain De Beers’ monopoly in the world gem diamond 
market. Under the agreement, the partners are to sell to De Beers the 10 
percent of diamonds from the Argyle deposit which constitute gemstones. 

De Beers is also to take 75 percent of the lower grade diamonds with the Ashton 
partners to offer the other 25 percent on the open market. Limited commercial 
production at Argyle is expected to begin later this year.

FOREIGN INVESTMENT INCREASES--Foreign investment in Australia reached a new 
peak last financial year. The figures released by the Bureau of Statistics 
show that foreigners invested about A$2.23 billion more than in the previous 
year. That is about U.S.$2.5 billion. Major areas of investment were the 
share market, mining the wholesale and retail trade, finance, property and 
business services.

HICHER BUDGET DEFICIT--Federal Treasurer Mr Howard has said that there will 

be a shortfall in government revenue this year of about A$300-$400 million. 

In parliament, Mr Howard said that it was true that the budget deficit was 
going to be hundreds of millions of dollars higher than when the budget was 
brought down last August. At that time, the government predicted a deficit of 
A$146 million. Mr Howard claimed that the main reason for the worsening 
situation was the refusal of the Australian democrats to allow sales tax 
legislation through the senate where they hold the balance of power. He said 
that the industrial strife in the Bass Strait oil fields meant revenues from

IRON ORE INDUSTRY'S PROFITS FALL--The federal government is worried about 
falling profits in the iron ore industry. Minister for trade and resources 
Mr Anthony told parliament that the federal government and the west Australian 
government had expressed concern to steelmakers in Japan. Mr Anthony said 
that the declining profits could not be blamed on inefficiency, but on prices 
not keeping up with inflation and importers playing a depressed market and 
keeping prices relatively low. Mr Anthony said iron ore mines had not been 
working full capacity but had to maintain the same overheads. The Japanese 
steelmakers had been told that if they wanted to preserve the secure base for 
importing iron ore from Australia there had to be continued investment in the 
industry. Mr Anthony said there would eventually be a shortage of supply of 
raw materials for the Japanese steel industry if the iron ore industry could 
no longer invest in future projects.

RESETTLEMENT OF EAST TIMORESE--President Suharto of Indonesia is reported to 
have told a visiting Australian delegation that general agreement has been 
reached on resettling East Timorese with relatives in Australia. The speaker 
of the northern territory's legislative assembly, Mr (Leslie McFarland), who 
was a member of the delegation, said on his return to Darwin that President 
Suharto had stated that the question of nationality needed to be resolved 
before any further significant progress could be made in the resettlement of 
East Timorese.

BRITISH AIRCRAFT CARRIER PURCHASE--The federal government has decided to buy 
the British aircraft carrier "Invincible" ending a decade of debates on a re- 
placement for the navy's aging flagship HMAS "Melbourne." The carrier will 
cost the government $478 million. That's more than U.S. $516 million, after 

a refit. When it reaches Australia late next year, it will be given a new 
name but the government has not yet said what it will be. Defense Minister

to deter aggression in neighboring regions in the decades ahead. the opposi- 
tion defense spokesman, Mr (?Scholes), branded the "Invincible" a white ele- 
phant while the Australian democrats promised to back afuture labor government 
if it moves to sell the carrier.

i(Text] Of the three political objectives for the forthcoming i982 Peasants 
Day to be held on 2 March, the second calls on the peasants to try and imple- 
ment the 1982-83 Agricultural Production Plan. The year 1982-83 is the first 
year of the Fourth Four-Year Plan, the production targets of which will be 
approved by the Second Session of the Third Pyithu Hluttaw [People's Assembly ] 
scheduled to open on the 15th of next month. The estimates of agricultural 
output will be among the production targets to be set by the Pyithu Hluttaw 
next month. 


[he state has been paying top priority attention to the agricultural sector as 
it is the mainstay of the national economy performing the dual role of provi- 
der of staple for the people and top foreign exchange earner. Accordingly, 
the state has drastically increased the investment in this sector from K 144 
million in 1962-63 to K 1,840 million in 1980-81. As a result the net value 
of output from the agricultural sector has more than doubled in the past 10 
years from K 2,030 million in 1961-62 to K 4,520 million in 1981-82. The 
performance of the agricultural sector has been especially notable in the 
past three years when the sector's overall production rese by 7.7 percent in 
1978-79, 5.2 percent in 1979-80 and 14.6 percent in 1981. Although final 
returns have not been compiled there is every likelihood that the planned 
estimates of the agricultural sector for this year, the last year of the 
Third Four-Year Plan, would be fully met if not surpassed. 


The main contributing factors for the agricultural sector's steady development 
are increased application of state-supplied scientific methods, fertilizers, 
high-yield strains, pesticides and mechanical means of farming. While the 
state makes the mechanical services, know-how and inputs available, the pea- 
sants asiayones [organizations], under the guidance of the party organs and 
people's councils, educate and persuade the cultivators into accepting and 
using them in a most profitable way. 


By far the most dramatic impact on the agricultural sector that has spurred it 
into an accelerated growth was supplied by the high-yield strains of rice. 
It was introduced in two townships in 1977-78 on an experimental scale and its 








cultivation extended to 78 townships this year and contributed to a marked 
increase in the national average of paddy yield from 36.8 baskets [1 basket 
equals 46 pounds] per acre in 1977-78 to 52 baskets last year. 


In addition to this the state has been handing out agricultural loans to cul- 
tivators on most generous terms. All these measures have made it possible 
for the farmers to harvest 638.3 million baskets of paddy in 1980-81 against 
453.5 million baskets in 1977-78. It is the profound duty of the peasants 
asiayones at all levels to step up their agitational and organizational can- 
paign with the aim of maintaining the upward trends already achieved in the 
agricultural sector, as called for by the second political objective of this 
year's peasants day.

(Excerpts] Jakarta, 12 March (ANTARA)--President Suharto declared here Friday 
that the Indonesian people could draw a lesson from the birth of the historic

The "March 11 Command” known as “Supersemar™ was given by the late president 
Sukarno on March 11, 1966 co Lt Gen Suharto (the president who was then 
minister/commander of the army) to act on the former's behalf and to take 
every action considered necessary to safeguard the security, tranquility and 
the stability of the government for the sake of national unit;. 


The head of state made this remark before a youth delegation led by chairman 
of the Indonesian Youth National Committee (KNPI) Aulia Rachman at the state 
palace Friday morning.

[Text] Jakarta, 1 March (ANTARA)--President Suharto Monday requested governors 
and chiefs of regional administrations throughout Indonesia to take an active 
part in the current national drive to increase the country's exports of com- 
modities other than natural gas and petroleum, 


He told the provincial and regional administrators they could contribute to 

the drive by creating conditions and an atmosphere in their respective prov- 
inces and regions conducive to activities to produce export commodities in such 
areas as agriculture, commercial crop plantations, fisheries, textiles, cottage 
industries, etc. 


Addressing provincial governors, chiefs of regency administrations and city 
mayors assembled here for a service conference, the chief executiye said the 
non-gas and oil export drive could be promoted by eliminating undue obstruc- 
tions and burdens that still restrict development of the non-gas and oil pro- 
ductive activities. 


The president said promotion of the non-gas and oil exports was necessary as 
a way of preserving and drawing maximum benefit from the momentum that had been 
reached in the national development effort as a whole. 


This momentum had to be maintained because the Indonesian economy now had a 
considerable degree of resilience and also the potential to make more rapid 
progress. 


The president said that provincial governors and other regional administration 
chiefs so far had the task of accomplishing the government's development program 
according to a guide known as "the six successes.'' This guide calls for suc- 
cess to be achieved in programs to increase production of foodstuffs, rice and 
second crops in particular, livestock, fish and horticultural produce, imple- 
mentation of certain special "presidential instruction" (Inpres) projects, 
development of cooperatives, especially rural cooperatives, population control, 
transmigration and family planning programs, popularization of the guide to 
understand and implement pancasila (the state ideology) and execution of a 
presidential instruction to let so-called economically weak contractors have 

a greater share in tenders to carry out big development projects. 
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Now, however, provincial governors and other regional administration chiefs 
had to be successful in two more areas: settlement of land problems and promo- 
tion of exportof commodities other than natural gas and petroleum. In other 
words the six now had become eight successes. 


Speaking about settlement of land problems, the president said efforts to clear 
up and establish order in the status and utilization of land needed to be in- 
tensified. The current drive to issue land titles en masse must be continued 
until its logical end. Ineffective land use must no longer be allowed occur 
and therefore land reform should be carried out in a more effective way.

"ANTARA' ON SUBROTO'S EUROPE VISIT, TIN STOCKS

[Text] Jakarta, 12 March (ANTARA)--Minister of Mines and Energy Prof Dr 
Subroto will leave for Europe at the end of this week to consult West European 
leaders onthe fate of the Sixth International Tin Agreement (ITA). Sources 

at the Ministry of Mines and Energy told ANTARA Thursday Prof Subroto would 
have discussions on the matter with British, West German and French leaders. 


The consultations are considered necessary because the enforcement of the 
fifth ITA would expire at the end of June and the sixth ITA should therefore 
be made effective as of July 1. So far, however, only two consumer countries 
have decided to sign the sixth ITA, namely Norway and Switzerland, and four 
producer countries, namely Indonesia, Malaysia, Thailand and Australia. 


After the series of consultations on tin in Europe, Prof Subroto will go to 
Vienna to take part in the special OPEC meeting scheduled in that city March 19. 


In the OPEC meeting, he will be joined by director general for Oil and Natural 
Gas Prof Dr Wijarso, secretary of the directorate general for oil and natural 
gas Adimir Adin, secretary of the Commissioners Council of Pertamina Gozali 
and chief director of Pertamina Dr Joedo Sumbono. 


Meanwhile ANTARA's sources at Pt Tambang Timah said that Indonesia had made 
it known that she is willing to pay her contribution to the international 

tin buffer stock to the amount of 1,972.50 metric tons at the value of M dol- 
lars 57,498,375. 


This is in reference tothe decision of the International Tin Council (ITC) 

in its March 8-9 meeting in London which asked the tin producing countries to 
pay the remainders of their contribution to the buffer stock, which amounted 
to 12,500 metric tons at the value of 87,046,107 pounds sterling. 


On the basis of the fifth ITA, the producer countries agreed to set the buffer 
stock at 20,000 metric tons and they had contributed 7,500 metric tons to it. 
The contributions are fixed on the basis of the production percentage of the 
producer countries. 


Malaysia as the biggest producer paid 5,245 metric tons at the value of M dol- 
lars 152,891,759. 
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The contributions are to be made in cash. 


Director general for general mining Prof Dr Katili who led the Indonesian 
delegation to the London meeting had said Indonesia could understand the need 
to make the contributions in cash. The cash is needed by the buffer stock 
manager to tide over the current critical conditions of the market. 


According to the London meeting's decision, the payment of the contributions 
should be made not later than March 23 this year. 


On the side of the consumer countries, the United States had agreed to con- 
tribute 5,000 metric tons. But up to the present she had made an actual pay- 
ment of only 1,500 metric tons. For the consumer countries, payment of con- 
tributions to the buffer stock is voluntary in nature. 


ANTARA's sources at Pt Tamban Timah explained the reserve fund for the buffer 
stock was necessary to enable the ITC to execute its function more effectively. 


With cash funds in its hand, the ITC will be avle to buy from the market when 
the price level goes below the floor price.

OFFICIAL ON PRODUCTION, PRICE OF LNG IN ACEH 
BKO11213 Jakarta ANTARA in English 0920 GMT 1 Mar 82 


[Text] Banda Aceh, 28 February (ANTARA)--Liquefied natural gas (LNG) and 
condensate from the Arun fields, Kabuapaten of north Aceh, which have been 
exported to Japantill the end of last February, has reached 238 LNG and 196 
condensate tankers. This was revealed by K.A. Endin, director for general 
affairs of P.Pt. Arun, to ANTARA here Saturday. 


He said that the daily output of condensate is from 70,000 to 75,000 barrels 
while the price is U.S. $37.5 per barrel. According to him, LNG shipment per 
tanker is averagely valued at U.S. $17 million. 


Endin said that the price of LNG from Arun was not constant since 90 percent 
of it depended on OPEC fixed crude oil price and 10 percent on the commodity's 
price situation. 


The Pt. Arun executive indicated that 20 percent of the Indonesian nationai 
budget derived from the LNG sales. 


Based on the LNG sales agreement with Japan. export was calculated at 7/7 ships 
per annum, but last year it reached 84 shirs and this year expectedly 86. 


Meanwhile Bank Indonesia Banda Aceh vranch circles revealed to ANTARA that LNG 
export to Japan in 1980 was valued at U.S. $1,212.8 million, against U.S. 
$226.1 million in 1979 and U.S. $66.7 mil_.ion in 1978. 


Endin made it clear that the first LNG refinery erected in 1965 has now become 
one of the most modern LNG plant in various LNG producing countries, like Abu 
Dhabi and Algeria. 


He said that natural gas production in the Kabupater of Aceh Utara may last 
for 5 years as a result of which Pertamina State Oil Company continues to 
exploit the current projects and search for new energy sources. 


The existence of Pt. Arun in Aceh has greatly contributed to the development 
of this province considering that the infrastructural facilities built for the 
enterprise directly benefit the local communities, he said. 
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Furthermore, Pertamina Oil Corporation has provided funds for the setting up 
of (?TV) studios, television relay stations, communications facilities, etc. 


Endin indicated that Aceh Province was currently being faced with a shortage 
of technicians to be derived from the local communities due to the sophisti- 


cated nature of modern technology. 


Nevertheless, Endin said, expatriate technicians employed by Pt. Arun contin- 
ued to educate Indonesians to run every branch of this modern industry.

[Text] False news has been spread by Fretilin (Timor Revolutionary Front for 
Independence) which operates abroad and some interested parties that the young- 
est province of Indonesia, East Timor, is suffering fron famine, poor health 
and insecurity. This false news has been circulated particularly in the 

United Nations and Australia to discredit the government of the Republic of 
Indonesia and besmear its name. 


The International Red Cross Committee and former Australian prime minister, 
Gough Whitlam, have just returned from their visit to and inspections of 
East Timor. 


According to the International Red Cross Committee there is no sign of famine 
in Fast Timor and it is of the opinion it is no longer necessary to introduce 
an emergency programme for the distribution of food similar to that of two and 
a half years ago. "What is necessary at present is to create a bufferstock to 
face eventual shortage of food in some areas (if it happens) and to consolidate 
efforts in the field of genera] health." 


Ine International Red Cross Committee admitted that in carrying out its 
humanitarian operation it had to encounter many difficulties due to the diffi- 
cult terrain of the province, but it had received full cooperation from the 
Indonesian Red Cross and the government. Contrary to the previous information 
that had reached it, it found only 13 military prisoners in "Comarca prison." 


Former Australian Prime Minister G. Whitlam, after a four-day tour in East 
limor stated of Friday that report about famine in East Timor was completely 
false. He is of the view that East Timor is now quite safe as evident from 
the fact that the Red Cross helicopter he was using did not hesitate to fly 
low over various parts of East Timor. According to information he got, at 
the most there are 100 to 130 Fretilin insurgents who are still hiding in the 
jungle hide-outs. 


Speaking about the health condition of the East Timor population, G. Whitlaw 
said that the matter was truly in the good care of the Indonesian government 
and there appeared to be sufficient medical supplies. He observed development 
progress in the province, development projects, agriculture and fishery cen- 
tres, and livestocks.

The two reports corroborate each other and give a big lie to the propaganda 
spread by Fretilin and its supporters abroad, The reports should be transmitted 
fully to all our diplomatic and consular missions abroad, especially our mis- 
sion in the United Nations where for some years to come the question of East 
Timor will continue to be raised. 


This information will strengthen our arguments to convince our African friends 
not to support the case of the insurgent Fretilin. 


Of late we have invigorated our African policy and have opened more embassies 
there, for instance in Kenya and Senegambia. Our representatives in Africa and 
the United Nations may use this information by the international sources of 
high credibility to support our case in the international field. Though East 
Timor is our internal matter, yet it is amnoying that the question is raised 
ritually in the United Nations every year.

"AFP" REPORTS ON "BOAT PEOPLE’ IN “OUNTRY

[Text] Galang Island, Indonesia, 28 Feb (AFP)--Out of sight and all but out 
of mind 14,000 Vietnamese and Cambodian refugees are today encamped on a for- 
saken Indonesian island 10 kilometres (6 miles) long, just to the south of the 
Straits of Singapore. 


rhey are--in the almost bygone expression--"boat people," the apparently end- 
less tail end cf that great sea exodus which reached crisis proportions in mid- 
1979 when refugees from Vietnam and Cambodia began arriving in other Southeast 
Asian countries at the rate of more than 50,000 a month. 


The “boat people” are still arriving. The Indonesian goverment is again 
expecting many tens of thousand more Vietna.ese and Cambodian refugees to 
sail south next month, once the monsoon season is over and the sea is calmer. 


Galang (the Island of Duels) is where these two ethnically different refugee 
communities are mixed together in more or less harmonious co-existence in two 
crowded transit camps. 


Galang-2 camp co.utairns 7,500 refugees who are waiting out the long months for 
their appointed turn to leave for their new country of adoption--the United 
States, Canada, France, West Germany. Galang-1l, where some 6,500 impatient 
Vietrwese are waiting, is a first asylum camp: its inmates have found no 
foster-country to accept them. 


For the Cambodians and Vietnamese in Galang-2 the wait is between 7 and 18 
months. For the people of Galang-l, it saay take them a year just to get into 
Ca l ang-2 . 


CTiiough each family has one room and a kitchen, they are packed together with 
about 12 other families. Fights between neighbours are quick to flare. Inci- 
dents are routine between the Vietnamese and Cambodian communities in 

Gu Lang-2. 


Many families have been separated from some of their members, dead or left 
behind in the homeland. Depression and nervous ailments are endemic. Sui- 
cides are frequent. A number of refugees died recently after drinking 
m:thanol fuel and one was left blind. 
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‘resh vegetables are scarce, mail deliveries are unreliable, and there is a 
nightly curfew between 10 pm and dawn. 













ihe Indonesian government opened the island to the boat people in 1979. The 
catys are run by the army, with help from international humanitarian bodies, 
notably the Red Cross and the U.S.-based Save-the-Children Fund. 










The Cambodian refugees on Galang have arrived from overcrowded transit camps 
in the frontier zone with Thailand where they had initially fled to escape 
the Khmer Rouge regime at home. 











The Vietnamese on the island left their homeland for political or economic 
reasons. They are for the most part peasants or fishing people and a high 
proportion are Catholics, with many priests and seminarists among them. 








For both groups the long sea crossing by small boat from the Indochinese 
mainland was a gamble with death. According to sources in Galang, one craft 
out of two making the voyage in the monsoon season between October and 
February is lost at sea. About 30 other boats have vanished without trace 
cen route for Australia. 








Last year one boat with 52 refugees aboard drifted for 6 weeks before being 
washed ashore with a solidarity survivor who had kept alive only by eating 
human flesh. 






Pirates are another peril. One young Vietnamese woman told how the boat she 
was in was accosted by Thai pirates only a few hours after putting to sea. 
"We were robbed and the pirates raped 12 women and a nine-year-old child,” 
she said. "The pirates held us for five days before abandoning us on an 
island, where other pirates found us later. Ten days afterwards we were 
sighted by a naval vessel, which escorted us to Thailand.” 














Though the two camps are run efficiently enough by the army and the refugees’ 
own camp committees, and though the Indonesian Red Cross Organization has set 
a hospital] on Galang, the boat people feel forgotten and abandoned. 


Many of those who have hopes of settling in a new country are set on emi- 
grating to the United States, though if their application is accepted they 


face a wait of up to 18 months. 


Some of the delay appears to be the result of new restrictions on accepting 
boat people introduced by the Reagan administration.

1981 EXPORTS OF OIL, OIL PRODUCTS RISE BY 13 PERCENT

[Text] Jakarta, 11 Mar (ANTARA)-—-Indonesian exports of oil and oil products 
rose by around 13 percent in 1981 to U.S.$15.174 billion in value from only 
U.S.$13.423 billion in the previous year. May represented the largest ex- 
ports of oil in 1981 worth around U.S.$1.418 billion and February recorded 
the smallest amount of oil export value of only U.S.$1.118 billion. 


In 1980, December saw the largest oil exports worth U.S.$1.275 billion and the 
smallest export value was earned in January amounting only to around 
U.S.$955.645 million. 


Pertamina, the state oil company, accounted for U.S.$555,935,000 of the entire 
oil exports in 1981, not including oil products worth arcund U.S.$1,627 million, 
crude oil bought by Pertamina from contractors through working agreement with 
export price basis all worth U.S.$1,059 million and sales of crude oil coming 
from the Pertamina production sharing contracts with foreign partners worth 
U.S.$2,540 million. 


The value of fureign contractors’ oil exports were estimated at U.S.$5,518 
million on working agreement basis in addition to U.S.$3,875 million on produc- 
tion sharing basis. 


Foreign contractors remain to dominate oil business in the country led by 
American Caltex, Stanvac and Calasiatic and Topco. 


Exports of liquefied natural gas (LNG) in 1981 rose by 10 percent from the 
previous year's level. In 1980, LNG exports were worth around U.S.$2,281 
million as against U.S.$2,513 million in 1981, or rose by U.S.$232 million. 


Indonesia began exporting LNG in 1977. LNG exports have continued to increase 
every year. In 1977, LNG exports were valued only at U.S$87.643 million ris- 
ing to $543.681 million in 1978, to U.S.$1,123 million in 1979. 


Indonesian LNG exports from the Badak Oil Field were worth U.S.$1,130 million 
and from Arun worth U.S.$1,383 million in 1981.

iText] Arun, Aceh, 12 Mar (ANTARA)--The volume of condensate and LNG exports 
from Pertamina's Arun oil field is increasing every year. In 1978 condensate 
shipments reached 10,128,043 barrels (20 shipments) and LNG shipments 848,194 
cubic meters, but in 1981 the figures rose to 26,731,463 barrels (68 shipments) 
and 10,383,823 cubic meters (83 shipments) respectively. The two commodities 
reached a total export volume of U.S.$1.5 billion each. 


Ir Rahaju Oekon, head of the LNG project of Pt Arun, said Monday in 1979 
average LNG production reached 18,759 cubic meters per day and condensate 
production 59,956 barrels per day. LNG and condensate production tended to 
increase continuously and was expected to reach the level of 32,100 cubic 
meters and 75,000 barrels per day respectively in 1982. 


Until February this year the volume of exported condensate totaled 3,246,414 
barrels and that of LNG 2,000,126 cubic meters (16 shipments) to Japan. In 
1982 LNG exports are planned to reach 86 shipments from a total production of 
11,287,500 cubic meters, he said. 


The natural gas processed into iG comes from the Arun field, north Aceh. 
Mobil Oil of Indonesia discove ..d the field in 1971 under a production sharing 
contract with Pertamina. The field was estimated to contain a natural gas 
reserve totalling 17.1 trillion standard cubic: feet. 


[he LNG plant at Arun was built by an American company, Bechtel Inc. in 1974 
ind completed in 1978 at a total cost of U.S.$950 million. 


According to Oekon, the three-train plant is capable of processing 28? million 
standard cubic feet of natural gas in order to produce 9,500 cubic meters of 
LNG and 75,000 barrels of condensate per day. 


lo meet considerably increasing demand from the buyers, Pertamina is expanding 
the LNG plant with two additional trains.

Phnom Penh KANG TOP PADEVAT in Cambodian 25 Sep 81 ppl, 6 
{Editorial: "Organize Training to Finalize Combat Preparedness"] 


[Text] We are facing difficul*ies in organizing, training and setting up our 
units since our army's actual task is to accomplish mass movement work in 
addition to the efforts of clearing out and crushing Pol Pot remnant troops. 


However, if all units work actively in training and know how to schedule 
things with crxod training methods, highly appreciable results could be 
expected in cco abat. 


Although the units do indeed have many activities, combat and guard patrols 

do not take place every day. Even if we have to ensure good apportionment, 
the abovementioned duties constitute only a part of what a unit has to do. 
Free time is for the troops to learn and work. For this reason, we must 
effectively organize training, schedule time for upgrading combat strategy and 
techniques and enhance the army's combat force. 


In technical training, we must study daily the documents on weapons assembly 
and disassembly. We must constantly practice shooting both close range and 
long distance. In a unit, anyone carrying a weapon must teach others who 
have weapons. Combatants armed with 12mm machine-guns and DKH mortars mst 
be good in figures calculation and able to use the AK rifle. Experienced 
cadres are to be selected for unit training in technical matters pertaining 
to grenades and mines. It is not necessary to train all troops together 

at the same time; they may be divided into smal! groups during the training 
period. 


For combat training, a veteran fighter may be assigned to teach new recruits. 
Cadre and unit leaders must be trained in the units for all-round combct. 
Platoon and company cadres must give training in combat unit missions. 

School trained comrades should be appointed to supervise the training of 


units. 


Before sending troops to fight, if time permits, study of documents on tactics 
may be arranged. Above all, this is aimed at strengthening army combat 
capability and improving combat results. 





Specialized training like target practice, grenade throwing, mine detecting, 
and tactical training should be divided among small units and should take 
place in the vicinity of an army installation. After each specialized 
tactical exercise, we can set physical training and athletics, drills 
including the long-and high-jump. 


The equipment can be made of wood by the army. For instance, we could rely 
primarily on vegetation and secondly on firewood logs and sandbags as 
weights to lift. 


The above reflects a set of concerted opinions submitted to the comrade cadres 
for their consideration so that the training effort will not cease in order 
to upgrade the combat forces of each unit.

Organizations" ] 


[Text] After the Fourth Congress of the Kampuchean People's Revolutionary 
Party, the creation of core organizations within People's Revolutionary Armed 
Forces has been expedited. Thousands of new members have been brought to core 
organizations while hundreds of them became party members. Those core members 
ate always models of success in combat and all tasks assigned them by higher 
echelons and conveying orders of higher echelons to cadres and combatants in 
their units.

We must go ahead with cadres and combatants with good revolutionary 
characteristics in order to fulfill the above-mentioned goal. We will motivate 
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and assign them to core units, which should be broadly expanded to all army 


bases . 


To help boost their quality and efficiency, we must correct their activities 
by scheduling periodic meetings to evaluate development, to discern whether 
there is progress or shortcomings through the process of criticism and 
self-criticism.

The most worrying 
possibility io take into account 
concerns the fate of the nation’s 
Constitution which has been 
worked only for four years and 
which has since been held in 
abeyance for a longer period, 
and for the time being at least, 
is superseded by the Provi- 
sional Constitution Order. What 
is more, during the period of 
suspension, it has been subjec- 
ted to major amendments, tou- 
ching off speculation and mis- 
givings about its actual status 
and even prompting new de- 
mands from some quarters for 
further amendments to provide 
for greater autonomy for thie 
federating units. The pomt to 
consider is whether the univer- 
sally agreed framework of go- 
vernment and polity will emerge 
unscathed from a long spell 
of disuse and structural change. 
Politically, too, there must be a 
clear awareness of what to 
expect at the end of an unduly 
extended political pzuse which 
has inevitably kept the Govern- 
ment and the _ representative 
organisations of the people vir- 
tually poles apart, besides weak- 
ening the latter’s links with the 
common people. There has been 
a blurring of the nation’s focus 
of political orientation. And 
whatever sort of interim link 
the Local Bodies and the Majlis-i- 
Shoora might have provided bet- 
ween the government and the 
people, the political vacuum 
has not been filled. What pre- 
vents a vacuum arising is « work- 
ing political system in which the 
functioning of pclitical parties 
is crucial to the filtering of 
Opinion, political mobilisation, 
the enforcement of the rulers’ 
accountability and the setting 
of national direction. There 
simply is no bypassing the 
politicians m a normally work- 
Iny political system or even in 
a transitional phase leading to 
if 
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Prom this poimt of view. 
there ts much to feel disturb- 
ed about, seeing the widening 
gulf between the Government 
and the defunct political parties. 
The disquiet is all the greater 
because of what both the 
Government and the party 
leaders recognise to be a foul 
conjunction of a continually 
hostile external environment 
und a sudden downward slide 
in the internal law-and-order 
situation. The latter develop- 
ment is evident from the current 
large-scale arrests of antisocial 
and ‘“‘subversive’’ elements and 
new moves towards a general 
tightening up of the internal 
security arrangements through- 
out the country. The issue 
here is not whether a political 
government can cope with such 
a situation better than an un- 
representative one in terms of 
the physical aspect of handling 
and the deployment of the 
official agencies provided for the 
purpose. The crucial factor is 
the active support and mobili- 
sation of the people which is 
essential for dealing effectively 
with an external threat of the 
kind that Pakistan faces right 
now or the problems of public 
disorder and political dissension 
arising internally. It is not 
known how many of the arres- 
ted persons have been taken into 
custody for political reasons. 
But it is recognised that a cha- 
llenge has come from elements 
Uueatening to cause subversion 
and indulge in acts of terrorism. 
In one aspect subversion and 
terrorism are a problem for the 
niachinery of law and order. 
But in another aspect they can 
be scen to have political rami- 
fications. A pool of stagnant 
water invariably emits a bad 
smell. The damming up of the 
flow of the stream of national 
politics can similarly — breed 
sinister tendencies. The absence 
of an active political platform 
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los meant a lingering sense of 
uncertainty and = drift and 
iuvolved a denial of the normal 
mieans Of airing dissent. Wisdom 
eS im recognising a particular 
pioblem for what it is and then 
trying to remedy it — which in 
the present cause Means starting 
a process yradually to revive 
normal political activity, to lift 
Uie curbs on tree expression of 
vpinion, to remove the constra- 
ints and mechanisms that foster 
alienation and despair and, 
above all, to work towards the 
inevitable national need for 
restoring representative rule 
within a specific and generally 
acceptable time-frame. 


For such a scheme to appear 
credible and inspire wide con- 
fidence, it is important for the 
Government to take the ini- 
tiative in removing the present 
barrier of misunderstanding and 
divergence of perceptions dis- 
tancing it fiom the major 
political parties. The condition 
now seems very favourable for 
such a move. For while trying to 
find common ground, all parties, 
without exception, have reaffir- 
med thei faith in the consti- 
tutional means for achieving 
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thew objectives and have catego- 
rically decried terrorism and 
violence as totally repugnant 
to their political philosophy and 
the country’s interests. From a 
larger «national point of view, 


‘the general agreement of opi- 


nion on elections and on the 
restoration of the 1973 Cons- 
tiation can have the effect of 
largely neutralising the forces 
of violence and disorder and of 
reaffirming the people’s faith 
in normal democratic and cons- 
titutional methods for achieving 
change and progress. An active 
process such as this can, indeed, 
serve as an effective check 
against extremist tendencies of 
malcontents and the perpetrators 
of anarchy. However, a lot de- 
pends on how the Government 
responds to the convergence of 
opinion among the defunct 
political parties on what they 
perceive to be the only safe 
and orderly way out of the con- 
tinuing crisis. It is time for 
the Government and the poli- 
tical parties to stop talking and 
acting’ at cross-purposes and 
seriously consider starting a 
dialogue tor arriving at a con- 
sensus On what is to be done.

ISLAMABAD, March 3: Maula- 
na Shah Ahmed Noorani, chief 
of the defunct Jamiat Ulema- 
e-Pakistan and President of the 
World Islamic. Mission, — said 
here today if the country was 
faced with threats from out- 
side, the Army should go to 
borders instead of running civil 


administration. 

Speaking at a reception given 
in hs honour by the Rawalpmdi 
branch of the JUP and World 
Islamic Mission, he said there was 
no difference of opinion among the 
political parties that Martmi Law 
Should go once and for ail All 
parties wanted Armed Forces back 
in the barracks and make arrange 
ments for holdmg of general 
elections, the Maulana ax and 
added, ‘““Martmi Law is a law of 
jungic. Whenever it was imposed, 
the country had suffered a great 
national loss’’. 


The Maulana said only an 
elected government wuld be effec- 
tive as it had the support of masses 
and cited the example of Indian 
which had a popular government 
in 1971 enjoymg support of 600 
million peopie. ‘‘Had we an elected 
government then, we should not 
have suffered the debacle m East 
Pakistan’’, he aad. 

He said of Federal Council 
(Majlis~Shoora) could be formed, 
hockey and cricket matches played 
and beal bodes electwons held, 
what was the hitch m hokimg 
general electsons.

In 1977, Pakistan National Allian- 
ce (PNA) was formed in the Lahore 
Office of the JUP, he camed. 

He said both the previous alli- 
ances had struggied hard for the 
restoration of democacy and 
implementation of Nizam-e-Mustata 
“It was useless to repeat the past. 
I don’t want to blame anyone. The 
Struggle launched by the PNA will 
bear fruit one day”, the Maulana 
said and lamented, ‘‘we are left 
alone in the Nizam-eMustafa move- 
ment because a few people have 
left Islam and have gone to Islam- 
abad””.

He saad the government claimed 
that it was domg hard to introduce 
Isamic laws but he could not see 
Islam anywhere from Karachi to 
Khyber. ‘‘There is no Islam even in 
Islamabad. Every posable effort 
would be made from the platform 
of the JUP for the implemen- 
tation of Niam-e-Museafa’’, the 
Maulana assured. He repected the 
claums of the government that 
there was no Dulai Camp now 
and sax’ that Lahore [ort amd a 
torture camp a Manpur Road 
in Karachi were worst than Dulai 
where several people were being 
tortured. The Maulana sand it 
seemed that there was a police rule 
every where. 

Maulana Noorani condemned 
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the Satement of Amg of Jamaat- 
e-Islami that if any movement 
would be launched by any pol> 
twal party agamst the government, 
Jamaat would resent it.

PRODUCTION of of in 
Pakistan is increasing by only 
six per cent. Increase in popu- 
lation by three per cent is 
reducing the increase in per 
capita output by three per 
cent. The Minister for Pet- 
roleum and Natural Resour- 
ces nence wants energy con- 
sumption m Pakistan to be 
reduced by 10 per cent, but 
is this possible, and are appro- 
priate steps being taken to 
reduce consumption? 

Pakistan is now produc- 
ing only i2 per cent of the od 
it consumes. If gas did not 
meet 40 per cent of the 
energy needs of the count- 
ry, its position would have 
been too caiitical; but while 
the efforts to find more ou 
and = gas are Slowly proving 
rewardmg, are the efforts 
to reduce consumption prov- 
ing a success”

More and 
more private cars are coming 
and increasing the demand for 
petrol and lubricants. Large 
cars are stil in vogue m 
official and nonofficial circles. 

The VIPs seem to move in 
a cavalcade of cars when they 
go any where. Are so many 
cars really essential, and such 
large cars? 

It may be argued that 
what can be saved through 
some of the economy measures 
m the official sector is not 
much. That may be true, and 
yet m has enormous sym- 
bolic value. Those who exhort 
others to conserve energy 
should be seen doing that 
themselves and domg ihat 
earnestly. If the masses have 
to suffer because of the 
energy Conservation measures 
the officials, high and low, 
must be seen to be reducing 
the own demands on energy 
agmulicaniy. 

The mdustnes are facing 
shortage of power. In Kara- 
chi, for example, the working 
of the mulls have to be stagger- 
ed and shifts reduced so that 
domestic consumers can get 
power. Shops are closed by 
630 pm. inconvemencing 
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people 3 great deal so that the 
power saved can be used by 
the industres. 

Such enforced saving im 
areas where the people are 
dwectly affected should be 
matched by the saving im the 
official sector and by the 
rch. If the energy conser- 
vation programme worked out 
earlier does not work, and is 
seriously flawed, let @ be 
amended instead of beng dis- 
regarded of held m contempt. 
if there is sill a law of rule 
about dhummation, let @ be 
enforced for all and not only 
for some. Ilmunation for 
marriages or other functions 
Ss something that cannot be 
done quietly. It is done openly 
and lavishly in many cases, and 
often made to last for a week 
or more, depending on the 
resources OF OSentatious sprit 
of the householder. All such 
anomalies, contradictions and 
discrumimations. have to gp, 
and the rule must be um- 
formly applied regardless of 
the might or money of the 
offender. 

The gas reserve of a hundred 
years or more that was talked 
of earlier is depleting too 
fas. Industries in key produc- 
tion centres are not able to 
get the quantity of gas they 
need. Infrastructure cons- 
traints, including shortage of 
water, have become major 
deterrents for industrial expan- 
sion. The Export Free Zone 
bemg set up in Karachi & 





critically affected by such 
shortages. 

The Government has also te 
take a second look at its 
policy of allowing endless 
number of private cas into 
the country. Most of these 
Cars are large in size, and not 
of the economy kind used in 
the West today to conserve 
energy. The Government may 
be mterested in collecting the 
large import duties paid by 
persons gettmg the cars under 
the gift scheme and the 
revenue from the wflated price 
of petrol but can the country 
afford to pay the increaang 
of umport bill and the enor- 
mous amount of money 
needed for mmporting spare 
parts? 

While the import of private 
Cars is contmumg liberally, 
public conveyance system is 
not being developed. Addition 
of a smal number of buses 
here and there does not wlve 
the problem. Today too many 
persons are being forced to 
buy a car at Rs. 100,000 or 
more sumply becuase public 
buses and taxis are not avail- 
able. Such pressures on the 
fixed mcome groups lead , to 
maeasing corruption, and 
sometmes crime as well. 
Hence Rao Farman Ali and 
others should, instead of 
merely fixing a percentage for 
reduction in energy consump- 
ton come up with positive 
measures and implement them 
resol tely.

In view of the peculiar 
conditions of our country, 
our development pattern 
has got to be altogether 
different from others’, par- 
ticularly the Western 
countries’. Though there 
has taken place a change 
in the composition of the 
country’s population dur- 
ing the last 35 years, the 
majority of the people still 
live in villages and depend 
on agriculture for their 
livelihood. Initially, the 
ratio between the rural 
and urban population was 
something around 90:10 or 
15:85, but with the pass 
age of time and some in- 
dustrialisation in the urban 
areas, the ratio has now 
been reduced to 30:70. This 
has not brought about any 
radical, qualitative change. 
The overwhelming majori- 
tv still lives in the villages 
and is engaged in agricul- 
ture. As such agriculture 
still remains the mainstay 
of our economy. 

It was under the influ- 
érce of the Western econo- 
mies that whatever mdus- 
trial deveiopment has 
\aken place in this country 


« “ing all these years, has 
been at the cost of agricul 
ture. There has been 


a major importer of food- 
grains. This had caused a 
lot of stram on our meagre 
foreign exchange resour- 
ces, besides increasing our 
dependence on others. 
Apart from that, the new 
industries which were eet 
Up were to a great extent 
urport based. This added 
to the difficulties instead 
of bringing out any real 
relief to the people. It call- 
ed for a major shift in our 
development strategy. 

In the late seventies the 
need for such a change 
was seriously felt and some 
measures were initiated to 
improve our agriculture. 
With the acceleration of 
efforts in this direction, 
conditions started improv- 
ing. Our agricultural pro 
duction increased which 
enabled us to reduce the 
imports of foodgrains. 
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Some of our cash crops 
which had also suffered 
great setbacks in the past, 
again emerged as major 
foreign exchange earners. 
But now it appeared that 
the previous policy was be- 
ing reversed and agricul- 
ture was being developed 
at the cost of industry. 
Such a policy can be as in- 
jumous as the previous 
one. What we need is to 
create a balance between 
the two. 


In the agriculture sector 
efforts have to be made to 
increase per hectare yield. 
We are glad to see that 
the problem is now receiv 
ing proper attention. So 
far increases in produc- 
ton have taken place on 
the basis of extensive 
farming which resulted in 
the diversion of land from 
one crop to the other. As 
a result, production of one 
commodity increased at the 
expense of the other. The 
need is to resort to inten- 
sive farming and get bet- 
ter results by applying 
better inputs. 

As regards industrialisa- 
tion, it should be based on 
the locally available raw 
materials. Agro-based in- 
dustries must be given 
priority in the scheme of 
development. A number of 


indus*ries can be set up in 
the villages cn small or 
medium scale which would 
provide gainful emplor- 
ment opportunities to 
the seasonal agricultural 
labour. Such a policy would 
really diffuse the benefits 
of development to the 
common man. 

The new development 
policy should, in short, 
make the village the cen- 
tre of all developmen’ 
schemes. The Government 
should concentrate on pro- 
viding the infra-structural 
facilities m the rural areas. 
It can provide incentives 
to the people who create 
their own infrastructures 
in rural areas. For in 
stance, if someone sets up 
his own generator or ar- 
ranges for water or even 
builds a small link road, he 
must be provided with tax 
exemptions. The objectives 
can be achieved easily if 
agriculture is allowed to 
be developed on the basis 
of industry. Time has come 
to set up agricultural joint 
stock companies, which we 
have been stressing ail 
along In view of its im- 
portance, we hope, that 
stepe would soon be initiat- 
ed in this direction. The 
sooner we went back to *he 
villages the better.

With balanced and planned de 
velopment, the whole society 
should be slow'y and gradually 
raised like a platform, so that it is 
not titled m one dgection This 
kind of development is slow but it 
is sure. 

All gaps cannot Le filled up with 
one single stroke but efforts can 
definitely be made to narrow down 
the social chasms as far as posabie, 
or elsé the nation will remain divid- 
ea on the basis of wealth and this 
division will contmue to further 
wide the people intellectually, 
morally and socially. We must not 
‘orget that poverty and deprivation 
ae the breeding grounds of all 
evus 

(S) Pakistan is a multilingual 
nation, but luckily all the lan- 
guages are tied together with one 
dominant strand of Arabic, the 
language of the Holy Quran. It sa 
great unifying force in a country 
where 97 per cent of the popuk- 
tion is Muslim. The scripts of all 
Pakistani languages are derived 
from Arabic and their vecabularies 
are dominated by Arabic words. 
Thus the apparent plurality of 
languages, if tackied with broad- 
minded and large-hearted justice, 
far from being a stumbling block to 
progress, can become a colourfully 
unifying force in its variety. Al- 
mest all Pakistanis are bilingual. 
Most educated people know at least 
three banguages) In this respect, 
we are in a Detter position than 
many unilingual nations of the 
world. In the Provinces where more 
than one language is use’, provin- 
cial/regional languages sho! be 
taught to children right from the 
earhest stages. Bilingualism is an 
additional mental adornment - an 
asset, not a liability. At the same 
ume, the place of English, too, 
cannot be overemphasised for our 
intellectual and economic develop- 
ment. We cannot .nake worthwhile 
progress without learning at least 
one international language and 
English can be that language for us. 

(6) In order to make any stra- 
tegy for reconstruction of educa 
tion .o bear fruit a phased gn- 
plementiotion should be planned 
under the umbreaila of af Teast 4.6 
per cent of the GNP (suggested by 


the UNESCO for developing courr 
tries) to be spent on education 
Expenditure on education is an 
investment for future. 

(7) Attitudes change slowly 
and implementers of polices fimd it 
hard to get coordination from 
various concerned departments. A 
number of good policies of educa- 
tion have been smothered to death 
by unplanned implementation, im- 
practical bureaucratic haste and 
self-righteous, ngid and unacademic 
attitude of our pedagogues. 

(8) All education, especially 
upto the higher secondary stage, 
must be action-oriented, rather 
than being theoretical and bookish 
as at present. Practical work in all 
kinds of,arts and craft, carpentry, 
boc k-binding, tailoring, plumbing, 
refrigeration, book-keepmg accoun- 
ting, typimg, stenography, etc., 
must be integrated with the usual 
syllabi of studies so that by the 
time the young students complete 
the e aey Secondary stage at the 
age 18, they are sufficiently 
ready to take up a vocation A pro- 
gramme may at the same time be 
mode for these schookieavers to get 
apprenticeship with the reiated in- 
dustries 

Ali industries should be made to 
spend a certain percentage of them 
mcome on the apprenticeship of 
these young people. In return, 
the industries should be allowed 
some sort of incentives in the form 
of tax relief. Those interested in 
higher training, and according to 
their performance may get admis- 
son im polytechnics or techni 
cal colleges, where at least 50 
per cent of the work should be 
action-oriented on a higher level. 
This would enable a large majonty 
of our young men to get into lu- 


crative vocations at an early age 
rather than having to wait for the 
usual university degree before they 
are able to make up their minds 
about a profession It is these 
young people who grow into angry 
young men Them higher education 
should be made practical by a sig- 
nificant amount of work in the 
stum areas of cities and in villages, 
where they should put in at least 
three months or more m an aca- 
demic year as social workers, tea- 


chers, health visitors, technicians. 
They should be accompanied with 
them teachers.to help and guide 
them, while keeping close contact 
with the less fortunate members 
ther society. They would thus be 
making they own education [ruit- 
ful, without making the social 
welfare programme very costly 

(10) The pace of &ucation of 
women, presently, is slow with 
only S per cent literacy among 
them. This has to be speeded up by 
equalising opportunities for educa- 
taon as weil as for jobs and changing 
the attitude of people. It has to 
Start from the higher sections of 
society that are the pace-setters for 
progress. Educated women are an 
asset not only to the family but 
also to the whole society. ‘‘Edu- 
cate a giri and you educate a 
family” is truer today than it had 
ever been before. ‘ 

Islamic Studies and Pakistan 
Ideology, lately introduced as part 
of the collevwe and = unwersity 
Curricula shou: al be practice- 
oriented in the avove mentioned 
direction, for mere theoretical, 
learning without practical perfor- 
mance would again be nothing but 
dead weight, and would make no 
impact on the life of the com- 
munity. Provincial, parochial or 
tribal prejudices are not in keep- 
ing with the true Islamic brother- 
hood or the Ideology of Pakistan 
which are two sides of the same 
coin. Religion is not merely an 
abstract reading of the Holy Quran, 
Hadith, or Fiqh, but a deep and 
umbending Faith in the essenual 
Truth and Goodness of the Crea- 
tor and His Messengers, the Holy 
Prophet (peace be upon him) en- 
livened by action Knolwedge un- 
sopported by the grace of Faithh s 
led some of the scientifically advan- 
ced countries astray, while our 
Faith, weakened by superstition 
and ntualism and unsupported by 
scientific knowledge and action has 
pushed us down into lethargh and 
degradation. 

We have to be careful of these 
pitfalls when taking any decision 
about cheosing strategies for 
reconstruction of our educational 
system in order to suit our national 
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Maulana Shah Ahmad Noorani 
and several other political 
leaders maintain that about 
10,000 persons have been 
arrested since the round up of 
persons. variously described as 
anti-sociai elements criminals 
and vagrants, began a week 
ago. Newspaper reports say 
that prisons and police locks 
up in the major cities of Sind 
and the Punjab as weil as the 
countryside are full and the 
jail authorities, beginning with 
those of Kot Lakhpat, have 
refused to accept any more 
prisoners. Larger number of 
detaineeS are reported to be 
held in open camps, in this 
harsh weather. . 

Full official figures of the 
number of persons arrested 
throughout the country are not 
available. Whatever official 
figures given out speak of ony 
a few thousand arrests. Pre- 
sident Ziaul Haq said earlier 
that the actual number of 
arrests until last Saturday were 
2,132. But if 615 persons 
were arrested in Hyderabad 
Division alone by Saturday, 
the wide sweep of the police 
ac tion is evident. 

Maulana Noorani and Mr. 
Ghulam Mustafa Jatoi along 
with several other leaders inast 
the barely five per cent of the 
detainees are criminals. The 
others include a large percent- 
age of innocent or hapless 
persons and political workers. 


Political leaders speak >of their 
relations being harassed and 
threatened, by the police. In a 
massive round up with such a 
sweep more innocent are likely 
to become victims of the police 
measures than tough criminals 
or professional = mischief- 
makers. 

Such block raids have not 
been uncommon in the past, 
but the dimension has never 
been so large and the number 
of arrested so many. Nor has 
the raids been sustained for 
so ong. That is what makes 
the campaign so upsetting to 
political leaders and _ public 
alike. How long more will 
this campaigm last, and with 
what results? 

Should the police be praised 
for what they have done, 
or are the raids a clear ref- 
lection of the failure of the 
police in performing their 
normal duty”? The police knew 
ail along where the nests of 
the criminals were and where 
the viee dens, pleasure houses, 
opium joints and illicit dis 
tillenes were. Much of such 
immoral trade or criminal 
practices were being carried on 
with the knowledge of the 
police, and sometimes with 
the spproval. If the police 
meant business why could they 
not bust such places earlier 
and apprehend the criminals’ 
It cannot be that they have 
became wise, clever and alert 


in one day or one week. The 
real danger is that these very 
Criminals and persons engaged 
in illicit trade may soon be 
aHowed to return to their old 
trade and those among the 
police who patronise them may 
profit by that, as in thé past 

Surely the hardened crirni 
mais or tough thugs have not 
Len sitting in their fairs 
after the first nighi's massive 
rouud up. The real crimunals 
must have gone wnderground 
after the first nigntand some 
might have received advance 
inumation of the raids to 
come on the night of Wed. 
vestay-Thursday. So a good 
deal of persons detained after 
that night could easily be 
people with no criminal 
records or not intend on com- 
mitting any offence. Anyone 
walking around looking for a 
conveyance that is not easily 


available at night could not 
become a criminal, a habitual 
offender or a suspicious vag- 
rant. 

Religious leacers like Mau- 
lana Noorani assert that Idam 
does not permit persons to be 
arrested or jailed merely on the 
basis of suspicion. Westem 
jurisprudence does not allow 
that either. So the innocent 
among the arrested must be 
released ummediately. And 
those against whom there is 
nothing more than vague sus- 
picion should also be let off 








Even those who had been 
convicted before cannot be 
detained only on the basis of 
their past record. Neither the 
Idamic jurisprudence nor any 
other legal system permits a 
man to be punished a second 
time for am old offence nor 
for him to be regarded as 
damned for ever. If persons 
who were convicted earlier are 
regarded as criminals for ever 
and arrested, or punished as a 
matter of course, such persons 
would not try to be refos- 
med criminals after their 
release but return to their 
criminal trade under such com- 
pulsions. Let us not hence 
treat some persons as branded 
for ever. 

Some of them are said to 
be habitual criminals. Are they 
habitual offenders under psy- 
chological compulsions or emo- 
tional pressures? Such men 
need psychatriac assistance ins- 
tead of being arrested as 
a matter of course, time and 
again. If only tite police were 
efficient, upright and alert we 
would have fewer crimes and 
less or number of hardened 
crimina!s in the country. Un- 
fortunately the police themsel- 
ves have been figuring in 
increasing number of crimes, 
from thefts and organised 
raids to sex crimes. So, the 
criminals could not be refor- 
med and crime as a whole 
checked unless the police force 
is cleansed, really reformed 
and the bad eggs eliminated. 

The number of crimes in the 
country would be far less if 
the judiciary, too, could de- 





liver quick judgments instead 
of cases lasting for too lorig. 
The kind of judicial system, 
and the demoralising procedure 
we have help the crimimals 
and harm the honest. Hence 
the problem of combating 
crime calls for more than 
block raids and summary 
punishment of a few who fell 
into the police net unwitting- 
ly. 

The reali fear is that in far 
too many cases the police 
may bargain wh the arrested 
persons or their relations for: 
their release. This had happe- 
ned in the last, and there is no 
reasons why it should not be 
repeated now. In fact, such 
designs may prompt the polite 
to arrest more persons. The 
government should, hence, 
intervene promptly, scrutinise 
every case quickly and re- 
lease immediately the 
innocents and those against 
whom there ae no positive 
charges. Those held on grounds 
of mere suspicion should also 
be tet off. 

The police cannot be, and 
should not be given unlimi- 
ted authority to arrest and 
detain anyone. The normal law 
of the land should prevail in 
this regard, and so also the 
spirit of authentic Isamic 
justice and fairplay. So let not 
such raids be repeated, cer- 
tainly not in this manner, 
the people subjected to needs 
less police harassment and 
the floodgates of corruption 
and official improprieties be 
opened in this dramatic 


manner.

MINISTER OF INFORMATION ON CENSORSHIP 
Lahore CHATAN in Urdu 18 Jan 82 pp 12-18 


[Interview with Federal Minister of Information and Broadcasting Raja Zafarul 
Haq by Akhtar Kashmiri; place and date not specified ] 


[Excerpts] [Question] I think I should start the dialogue formally now. 
May 1? 


[Answer] So you're thinking of interviewing me. I thought we were just 
going to chat. Why bother to interview me; it is not necessary. 


[Question] Not an interview but a legal case, and it is an important one. 
You're a minister as well as a lawyer. But I will not talk with you in 
those capacities. In my view, you're a judge now. I have come before you 
with the case of weekly, fortnightly and monthly journals and the people 
connected with them. Now you have to give the verdict and pronounce justice. 


[Answer] What is your case? Please go on. 


[Question] The issue is regarding the recent decision of the government due 
to which the [daily] newspapers are free of censorship now but the journals 
continue to be under restrictions. This is a double standard of justice. 

May I remind you that the censorship appeared when [the Urdu daily] MASAWAT 
caused some problems. The government took measures against it, the serious 
segment of the press, in spite of its sympathies for the workers of 

MASAWAT, supported it and wrote editorials in its favor. However, the 
management of MASAWAT, while assuring the government of changing its modus 
operandi, continued to engage in violations. In this regard the general view 
of the press was that the workers of MASAWAT are oppressed and the administra- 
tion is the oppressor. In any case, only MASAWAT should have been punished 
for what it did, but the government slapped the censorship on the entire 
press. One committed a crime and all were punished. in my view there was 
no justification for censorship in the entire country at that time. But, 
let us drop this issue since it relates to decisions before your assuming 
office. 


What is the justification for the double standard you have created by your 
recent decision? 








[Answer] We did not set a double standard. Our steps are being wrongly 
interpreted. I think that the decision that was made has not injured the 
exigencies of justice, nor has it created double standards. We made this 
decision with full honesty. The fact is that there is a difference between 
the journals and the newspapers and this decision has been made with that 
distinction in mind. You look at the decision but overlook this distinction 
which is instrumental to the decision. The difference between the newspapers 
and the journals is that the newspapers provide news while the journals offer 
viewpoints. In the first stage we have given the freedom of news. Since 
there is a difference between the two, we have made the decision about the 
one now but have not said that the decision will not be made about the other. 


[Question] I accept that there is a natural difference between the journals 
and the newspapers, but I want to ask you: in your opinion, what is more 
important, news or the views? 


[Answer] Aside from my personal opinion in this matter, the views of people 
connected with newspapers and journals are worth consideration. Instead of 
prevailing our views on them, we have made this decision in the light of 
their own views. The newspapers say news is important and journals say views 
are important. Right now literarv journals are exempt from censorship. That 
leaves no mre than 15 or 20 of the other type. On the contrary, the number 
of newspapers is 174. We thought they should be freed of censorship first; 
the rest will have their turn, too. 


[Question] In other words, you have made the decision on the basis of 
majority. At the time of doing justice, one does not do a headcount, it is 
the right that is kept in view. What then is the basis of your decision? 


[Answer] The decision has not been made on the basis of majority or numbers 
but on wisdom and logic. We thought that people should be kept informed 
about the country through news and the credibility of the press should be 
restored. The credibility of the news was affected but the credibility of 
views and journals is not yet affected. Therefore, facility was provided 
first to the affected group. As soon as the conditions improve a little, 

the journals will be given freedom as well for the propagation and expression 
of views. Action on this process has not gradually begun. Our intent is not 
to keep one segment of the press free and the other in shackles. There is 

no good in it. The government is a supporter of free press. We want to give 
freedom to the press. But we also expect the press to cherish this freedom 
and, being benefitted by this freedom, serve the people and the nation. Free 
press has great importance and our national press can play a positive and 
effective role in national affairs. This period of restrictions is not 
punitive, rather, it is administrative and instructive. Therefore nobody 
should believe that to keep the press under restrictions is our policy. The 
government is a supporter and admirer of free press. The President of the 
Republic himself has expressed this fact time and again. But the press 
should keep in view the parameters and restrictions of freedom and should use 
its talents for the service of the people and the nation. 
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[Question] What are the standards of the personnel appointed for censoring 
journals, or has the government not made any arrangement for setting any 
standards? 


[Answer] The persons who censor the magazines are usually provincial 
officers. They are made such officers when they measure up to government 
standards educationally. 


[Question] I can understand that there might be some educational standards 
for the officers, but the low-ranking staff certainly does not meet the 
standards. Are the officers authorized to delegate the work to their 
subordinates instead of doing it themselves, and let these subordinates do 
as they please? 


[Answer] I don't think that is the case. And if it is, then I would say that 
the provincial officers should go through the articles themselves and make 
decisions about them honestly based on their conscience. 


[Question] You say that it does not happen but I insist that it does. I 
present a few examples for evidence. I am holding in my hand a journal 
published from Lahore. I will not tell you its name, nor will I show you 

the title [of the article], because the purpose is not to say anything about 
the writer. In it the subversive elements have been proved as the patriots, 
and the ones rounding up the subversive elements are branded just the opposite 
of what they are. In addition, such words have been used through a policeman 
that I can neither say them nor print them. 


[Answer] These words have been used about an earlier era. 


[Question] Is it fair to say or write such things about all the rulers of the 
earlier periods? And then, things have not been said about the people of 
earlier periods only. For one thing, this sentence relates to the present, 
not past. And for another, its writer, writing elsewhere, has clarified that 
it is not about the past. He says: "Those are the enemies of the land of 
Koran who refer to Koran in every speech." References to Koran are made in 
your period. People of earlier periods did not even know how to read the 
Koran. 


[Answer] IL am glad that the writer straightened out this belief. And as 
far as the matter of reading the Koran is concerned, it is not true that the 
people of earlier periods did not read the Koran. They did and I can quote 
names. 


[Question] Names are not necessary--I do get your point. I only wish to 
submit respectfully that the people censoring the journals are incompetent. 
Either the provincial officers should do it themselves or able people should 
be appointed for the job. 


[Answer] The fact is that those who censor are human, with differences of 
views and disposition. It is not surprising. A decision is handed down in a 
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session court but it gets changed when appealed to the High Court and the 
Supreme Court. This difference of opinion and disposition is natural and 
there is no way to overcome this problem. When there is effort, there is 
discord. 


[Question] Should I regard this a constitutional and a natural answer or a 
logical and necessary response of an intelligent minister? I think the 
government has found a good advocate in you. 


[Answer] This is not the case. The head of the government is a pious man. 
God helps the people who work with him. The response I have given is not 

for the sake of a counter argument, it is a fact. This is the reason why the 
president allows firm expression of thought. The issues are resolved through 
active disagreement and also we get a chance to understand each other. I do 
not say what I have to say to convince others through the force of arguments. 
In fact, the policies of the government and its head are straightforward. 
Truth is usually precise and unequivocal. 


[Question] Then, we should also have permission for truth and frankness. 


[Answer] By all means. Who has stopped you? The president permits this and 
I do too. In fact, we welcome truth. 


[Question] In response to who prevents us from truth, the answer is: the 
censors. 


[Answer] I have already said that gradual action has begun. Lord willing, 
soon the decision about the journals will also be made. 


[Question] What is the definition of gradual action? How will it be 
implemented and how will we receive freedom to write? 


[Answer] Many people have asked me this question. I do believe that this 
action can take place gradually. Since one step has been taken, the other 
will also follow. I have good intentions and also I work in good faith. God 
will surely grant me success in my good intentions. 


[Question] I have no doubts about your good intentions. I ask you with 
reference to those very good intentions to draw parameters of work. 


[Answer] How? 


[Question] Leave this matter to civilian courts. Those who violate the 
guidelines will be punished. 


[Answer] If this is done, the editors will have nothing but court appearances. 
Work at the newspaper offices at night and running around the courts during 
the day. 


[Question] It is happening right now. Newspaper offices at night and the 
censor board during the day. Courts would be far better than this. 
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[Answer] Is that really the case? 

[Question] Absolutely. 

[Answer] Then you are lucky. 

[Question] I believe I did not make myself clear. What I wish to say is 
that the justice which can be gotten from the courts cannot be gotten from 


the censor board or any other place. 


[Answer] If that is the case, then why are appeals made [against court 
decisions ]? 


[Question] You said that the journals will also be freed from censorship. 
When? 


[Answer] Soon, God willing. 

[Question] A time frame, date, promise? 

[Answer] The promise stands but determination of duration is not possible. 
it depends upon the circumstances. However, efforts will be made to do it 
soon. Now when the newspapers are self-censoring, there is a flood of 
women's photos in them. What needs to be done in that regard will also be 
considered. 

[Question] Is this criticism on the record or off the record? 


[Answer] On the record. 


[Question] The permission to the newspapers for self-censoring is your own 
decision or the government 's? 


[Answer] It is not my personal decision, it is by the government. First the 
matter is presented in the cabinet and then the decision is made. I 
presented this matter, the president listened to it intently and gave a 


favorable decision. 


[Question] It means that you raised the issue and the president made the 
decision? 


[Answer] Yes. 
[Ouestion] I hope you will also raise the issue of magazine editors. 
[Answer] There is no cause to be disappointed. “e 


[Question] Did the newspaper editors give you any assurance before 
you raised their issue before the president? 
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[Answer] All give assurances that they will abide by the prescribed rules. 


[Question] If the editors of the journals give you assurances collectively, 


+ 


will you then grant them permission fur self-censoring? 

[Answer] This can be considered. 

[Question] What are your views about the weekly magazines of the dailies? 
[Answer] As a matter of fact, there are many problems in the race which is 
going on in Lahore. In the competition to publish photos, every newspaper 
is trying to outdo the other. Some newspapers publish 32-page weekly 
editions, and some makeshift continuity is provided in them. The lack of 
written materiai is made up by the photos. This harms the papers as well as 
the nation. It causes waste both in newsprint as well as in foreign exchange. 
[Question] Have you not arranged for a meeting to deliberate on this matter? 
[Answer] I will call a meeting of the editors of the dailies. 

[Question] When? 


[Answer] Soon after the meeting of the Federal Council. 


[Question] Is there a possibility of the meeting of the editors of the 
journals as well after that? 


[Answer] I cannot rule out that possibility. 
[Question] When will you be able to call that meeting? 
[Answer] Whenever God is willing. 


[Question] You just said that the Lahore papers make up the lack of written 
material by photos. Thus you accept that they have nothing to write about. 


[Answer] That is not the case. These papers have enough material to write 
about. They are free of censorship. 


[Question] Now this must be the case for the last two or three days. Prior 
to this they must have been making up for the lack of print by photos. 


[Answer] Wo, they are free for the last three months. No censorship. Just 
self-censorship. This policy though has been in force for the last three 
months anc has recently been announced publicly. 


[Questior] If they had been practically granted freedom earlier, why did 
you leave the announcement to the Federal Council to be made now? 


[Answer] No, *.e did not leave it to the Federal Council. Only it was made 
now and personally by the president. 
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[Question] In the beginning of the interview you said that the literary 
journals are exempt from censorship. This announcement was also made some 
time ago by the president. What distinction do you make between literary 
and political journals? 


[Answer] Mr Akhtar, you must be joking. Don't you know the distinction 
between literary and political journals? Everybody knows that. 


[Question] There are some journals which are literary but they adorn 
themselves with political editorials. And there are some which are 
political and they embellish themselves with a literary article. Now, it is 
very hard to say which is political and which is literary. 


[Question] In certain religious journals Koranic scriptures or their 
translation is printed. But, quite often, the censor officials cut even 
those out. 


[Answer] From now on we will not allow that. No question of censoring 
Koranic scriptures or the translation thereof arises. 


[Question] I am not talking of writing or deleting names, sir. Such a 
mischief cannot be imagined of a Muslim. I am talking of whole verses. You 
can confirm it with the editors of religious magazines. Once in CHATAN itself 
the translation of scriptures by [the late] Maulana Azad [former education 
minister of India] became victimized by the censor. 


[Answer] It is my wish that the teachings of the Koran should be spread as 
much as possible. It is fundamental to the setting up of Islamic structure. 
The government is struggling for Islamic system. But, if Maulana Azad finds 
the concept of United India through Koranic scriptures, then it is not 
appropriate. In my view, in spite of his great learning and scholarship, this 
political aspect of Maulana Azad is rather weak. Later on he had realized 

it himself. 


[Question] The censorship of the verses I am speaking of, were with 
reference to justice, cruelty and barbarism. 


[Answer] The concept of justice is also gradual as well as progressive. At 
one time freeing slaves in stages was justice. Later, not enslaving 
altogether became justice. The colonies came into existence by enslaving 
people, and the colonialists thought that enslaving people and then ruling 
over them was just. Whatever is happening in Afghanistan, to the Soviet Union 
is justice even though 116 countries of the world do not agree with the view- 
point. The Russian army declares Afghan refugees as cruel. Now what can be 
done about it? 


[Question] The question does not even arise. It simply means, might is 
right. The powerful enslaves the weak and thus determines his own action to 
be just. If the oppressed asks for his rights, it is called violation of 
law. This is no de‘inition or explanation of justice. It is such a mlti- 
faceted thing. 
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[Answer] Justice is a virtue. It is an act, such an act that every person 
makes the decision regarding it according to his conscience and ability. A 
person's thinking can be different. 


[Question] It is a strange thing that the government reserves such preachings 
for itself. When the watchdogs from among the public impose such restrictions 
on the rulers, then it is found intolerable. This is also a double standard. 


[Answer] The government does not impose such restriction unilaterally. 
Whereas it has taken support from laws for its dignity, respect and protection, 
it has also given support to people of its laws. The government has issued 

an ordinance that nobody can hurt the feelings of another, how can it be 
accused of such a charge. If the government does not allow unfair criticism 
of its high institutions, then it does not permit anybody to trifle or play 
with any citizen's integrity. In the eyes of the government both the ruler 
and the ruled are subject to laws. Who told you that the government mobilizes 
laws only for its own protection. The present government has the honor of 
protecting the honor of the individual. There is a law that if anybody will 
accuse a woman unjustly of a wrongdoing then a case will be instituted against 
him. Everybody has freedom to throw a punch but where my nose begins, his 
freedom ends. Freedom beyond those limits is not possible. This is not 
limited to Pakistan, it is true of the whole world. If the ‘namaz' prayer is 
going on, a person does not have the freedom to read the Koran or sing praises 
of the prophet. 


[Question] It is happening this way in the entire country. It is done 
insistently. You say it is not right. I cannot write this with my own 
pen with reference to you. 


[Answer] Do please write all. If the prayer is on, speaking, reading, not 
even the Koran, is allowed. This is a matter of ‘shariat', of religious 
laws and religion. These are the proprieties of our civilization and 
culture. 


[Question] In regard to handing over the matters of the journalists you said 
that if it is done, these people (journalists) will face a lot of court 
appearances. In other words, you're doing a favor to them by keeping them 

out of the courts. Now you are saying that a person can be tried for accusing 
a woman. In such case a woman will also have to go to the courts. Even 
though a woman is weak, [according to your logic] she can still cope with 
going to the courts, then why not the journalists, who are strong due to 

being men. 


[Answer] A woman is weak and therefore it is the duty of the government to 
help her. As it is a duty to help the weak, so it is a duty to « eck the 
power of the strong. We do both and thus help both groups. 


[Question] In other words the real motive is not compassion, but to bring 
the powerful in line and to win over the weak. 
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[Answer] No. I think if your [i.e., the journalists'] matter is left to the 
courts, it will create many complications. The restrictions which are imposed 
on you are not laws. Whatever you are suggesting will take the character of 
law. The restrictions are temporary but the law is permanent. The 
restriction can be lifted anytime but not the law. You can easily go through 
the ordeals of restricticns but it would be hard for you to cope with the 
complications of the laws. Law is for the guidance of life. It plays the 
same roie in society as does the soul in the body. Restriction is like 
medicine ior the sickness; it is administered while the illness is present. 
On the contrary, the soul cannot be separated from the body. If the soul is 
separated from the body then the body will wither away. Therefore you should 
bear the restrictions like medicine. If a permanent law is made then there 
will be nothing but difficulties for you. Water is important, but in certain 
illnesses water is not allowed. Why? Its reasons are known only to a doctor, 
not to a patient. Therefore, it would not be appropriate for the patient to 
raise hell for water. The same is true of cultural maladies. Certain rules 
are instituted temporarily as a medicine for the ills, there is no need to 
worry about them. If I tell you about the sickness also then you will concur 
vith me. As you may know, some time back the nation had become a victim of 
political chaos. No sector of our lives was spared by it. From the 
government employees to the shopkeepers, from the government officers to the 
cities and forests, the nation was divided in two parts. On one side was 
national unity and on the other, the People's Party. Because of their 
conflict the spirit of democracy had ended. Nobody was willing to listen to 
anybody. This fact is borne out by the speeches and statements of the leaders 
of that time. The leaders were talking of hz 1iging each other in the public 
squares. Time was needed to end that chaos, t» pick up the debris of that 
demolished building, and build anew a new building in its place. Thank God 
the upheaval is over. Efforts are being made to end its vestiges as well. 
Debris is being removed. Efforts are going on to erect the building. The 
avenues of statements and threats are barred. People are home minding their 
business instead of wandering the streets. The government is trying its best 
to normalize conditions in the shortest possible time. And this is its 
responsibility. It has no ambitions or objectives other than carrying out 
this responsibility. The work of the government will become easier as much 
as the political, intellectual and the serious forces will try to make the 
conditions favorable, and the destination of democracy will become that much 
nearer. 


[Question] A federal councii has been formulated for the restoration of 
democracy. Why isn't a council formed for the freedom of the press? Is it 
not possible to formulate a council with representatives from government 
and press with a view to its being a conductor of affairs, interpreter of 
policies, as well as the arbiter of conflicts? 


[Answer] The press is not democracy that we need an institution for its 
restoration. Besides, the problems of the press and its owners are different. 
The problems of editors and the employees are different even from them. 
Finally, the problems of newspaper hawkers and delivery people are different 
from the rest. Thus, their problems are not only different from each other 

but quite often diametrically opposed. Things would have been different had 
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the issues been harmonious. Since the issues are so complicated the estab- 
lishment of a press council, rather than being a source of solutions, can 
become a creator of new problems. We are still confronted with the old 
issues. Before we raise the new ones, we need to solve them. God willing, 
the status quo in regard to the press will continue and the issue will 
gradually be resolved. 


{Question] What are the guidelines for writers? 
[Answer] They have already been explained many, many times. 


[Question] I need to ask you that again because there is no explanation of 
the guiding principles. There is a likelihood of difference in their 
interpretation. 


[Answer] What kind of difference are you talking about? 
[Questicn] You tell me what is the first guiding principle. 
{|Answer] The ideology of Pakistan. > 


[Question] What is the meaning of ideology of Pakistan? Some say it is 
[slam and some say it is secularism. If a censor official happens to be an 
idealogue believing in secularism, he does the censoring according to his 
own beliefs. This matter does need to be resolved. 


[Answer] Islam and only Islam is meant by Pakistan ideology of Pakistan, 
and nothing else. There is no basis for any other interpretation. Pakistan 
has been created in the name of Islam and efforts are being made to create 
islamic order. Islam is the guarantee of Pakistan's stability. Pakistan's 
past was connected with Islam, so is the present and so will be the future. 
Islam and Pakistan are inseparable. No explanation or interpretation is 
possible by separating them. This is the ideology of Pakistan. 


[Question] What is the second guiding principle? 


[Answer] No such material should be published about the friendly countries 
and their leaders which may endanger Pakistan's relations with them. 


[Ouestion] Is India included among those countries? 
[Answer] What do you think? 


[Question] It doesn't matter what I think. The need for explanation occurred 
because the news about Muslims with reference to India is often censored. 


[Answer] Pakistan is desirous of good relations with all its neighboring 
countries. From day one it has been her effort not to have tension with any 
country apd the countries which have spoiled relations with us we have tried 
to restore them on human, moral and legal grounds. Similarly, Pakistan has 
been desirous of good relations with India as well. In regard to India the 
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sround rules will be that no dialogue should be started which may be 
detrimental to the talks and harmful to the efforts of our government. This 
sheuld not be limited to a neighboring country. Our writers should present 
their views in such a clear and succinct manner that even the enemies may not 
help but praise their logic. The issues which are to b2 solved by the 
government should be left to the government. Therefore what is said and 
written should be done carefuily. Whatever is explained should be explained 
with care and understanding. Nobody has said that there is no freedom of 
speech on this or that matter. Another thing which needs to be borne in mind 
is that if we are trying to improve relations with a country, it is a joint 
venture between the masses and the government. 


[Question] I dared to ask because as minister of information you need to 
remain informed. On the one hand, censorship is done unjustly, on the 
other you are provided wrong information about the writers. For instance, an 
issue of “HATAN was confiscated once because it contained two objectionable 
articles. One was the interview of Bani Sadr and the other was about 
conversion of Untouchables into Islam. On the basis of information provided 
to you, while giving a speech in Islamabad you said that had that issue been 
printed and hit the streets, the whole country would have been up in flames. 
Obviously you must have said that on the basis of some report. Now listen 
to a joke about one of the articles. The article about the untouchables was 
first submitted with the headline, "Rebellion of 90 Million Untouchables in 
India." The whole article was consored though only the headline could have 
Loen censored. The same article was resubmitted with the headline, “The 

y Resurrection of Islamic Movement in India" the next week, was passed this 
time and published. 


[Answer] As far as I remember, the article about the Untouchables was not 
objectiouable. About the other article, I had the report that it was rather 
harsh. How can we tolerate that something be printed about an Islamic 
country which may be controversial? Their differences are their business, 
but we need to be careful on our side. 


[Question] You're absolutely right. Now the third guideline. 


[Answer] The third guideline is that the armed forces and the judicial system 
of Pakistan be not criticized. 


[Question] Is Yahya Khan included in this? 

[Answer] I mean the present government. Yahya Khan is dead and now God is 
trustee of this matter. What can vou say about him? Anyway, the guideline 
means what I just said. 

[Question] Fourth guideline and its explanation? 

[Answer] Pornographic material should not be published, nor the crime be 


reported in such a manner that the criminal may appear a hero and there may 
be a publicity of crime. 
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[Question] How something can be defined as pornographic, and on what material 
will this definition be applicable? 


[Answer] I was asked this very question in England and Kuwait and several 
times in Pakistan. In the western culture pornography has not yet been 
defined. In one place one thing is determined as pornographic by one court 
while another court at another place finds it all right. But I do have its 
explanation, which is: 


"If a father, mother, son and a daughter of the middle class sit together, 
read [a book] and look at [a picture] together, and not find it offensive to 
do so, then such material is worthy of acceptance." 


[Question] But how can a writer, after writing something, arrange for 
bringing such four people together? 


[Answer] He surely can do so in his mind. I mean that he should write 
keeping such four people in mind. If he thinks that those four people of a 
middle class family would not be adversely affected by reading his article, 
then it is all right. 


[Question] Why have you put the limitation of a middle class family here? 


[Answer] People in very high society do not have this standard of reading. 
They have different values in regard to pornography, and the very poor people 
have thinking diametrically opposite to this. Both these groups are far 
apart from an intellectual point of view. Whatever is regarded totally 
unacceptable among the poor is usually acceptable among the rich. Therefore, 
the thinking of the middle class is considered closer to reality. 
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[Text] PAKISTAN, according to an 


expert who ought to know 
what he is talking about, is 
capable of increasing its farm 
output three times from the 
present 11.5 million tonnes to 
33 million tonnes if farming is 
mechanised. The Pakistan 
Agricultural Research Council 
sowed wheat on 100 model 
plots and achieved a per acre 
output of 86 maunds against 
the current national average of 
24 to 25 maunds. Similarly, 
PARC chose 12 villages in 
Gujranwala District and was 
able to achieve a 60 per cent 
higher than normal rice yield 
on 10,000 acres. The Council 
achieved © these 
results through mechanised 
farming, efficient water. mana- 
gement, scientific use of ferti- 
lisers, better seed, careful pest 
-control and regular weeding. 
The food yield gap, defined as 
the difference between poten- 
tial and actual production that 
we face today, is due, among 
other things, to poor agricul- 
tural management, lack of 
coordination betweea various 
government agencies, power 
shortages and breakdowns, lack 
of financial resources and, 
therefore, essential inputs. The 
reason why the country must 
go in for mechanised farming 
(according to the expert) is 
that of the 2.7 million Pakis- 
tanis working abroad, most are 
farmhands. Mechanisation is 
also necessary he feels. because 
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the country’s population will 
have doubled by the turn of 
the century. He says that there 
is room for improving agricul- 
tural management at district 
level. At present the extra- 
assistant director who heads 
the department at district 
headquarters has too much 


file-work to do. He cannot 


possibly attend to field work. 
It would be advisable, there- 
fore, to separate the extension 
ting of the district department 
of agriculture so that it can 
really be of service to the far- 
mers. The transfer of modern 
farming technology is the job 
of the extension wing and it 
must be streamlined. Under 
and over-use. of water should 
be avoided and the marketing 
system improved. It was grati- 
fying to learn from the expert 
that wheat production in the 
barani areas had increased by 
30 per cent. during the last four 
years. 

The President, too, has been 
talking of agriculture. In a 
message to the First All-Pak- 
istan Plant Scientist's Confe- 
rence which opened in Karachi 
on Tuesday, Gen. Ziaul Haq 
said that the country was pro- 
ducing one-sixth of what it 
could if its agricultural poten- 
tial was exploited scientifically. 
There was dearth of research 
workers in natural sciences and 
the nation’s universities were 
producing less than a dozen 
Ph.Ds. Only 2.5 per cent of the

research workers in 34 govern- 
ment institutes had doctorates 
in their subjects. A very sad 
state of affairs, indeed but why 
Should people take up natural 
sciences when there's nothing 
at the end of their. academic 
careers for them? Who would 
like to do post-graduate work 
in botany when he can earn 
thrice as much by going as an 
unskilled hand to the siddle 
East? Gone are the days when a 
white<ollar job at the Secreta- 
riat used to be the end of a 
young man’s ambition. That is 
only one aspect of the matter. 
Agricultural production must 
indeed continue to increase but 
the question must not be 
viewed in isolation. First there 
is the question of the 2.7 
million working abroad. Have 
they gone out for good or will 
they return? If and when they 
do So, will they go back to the 
farm or seek urban (not in- 
dustrial) jobs? If they seek in- 
dustrial jobs, will we have in- 
dustrial jobs for them? If they 
want to go back to the farm, 
will they not find that their 
place has been taken by the 
tractor, the thresher and other 
implements? And, even if we 
opt for total mechanisation, 
wishfully hoping that other 
factors will remain the same, 
do we have the means to do 
so? Where's the energy that 
will be required to run mecha- 
nised farms? Will the additional 
farm produce make up for the 
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increase in the energy bill and 
other inputs? It is questions 
such as these that make us 
think that perhaps manpower 
management is more important 
than achieving self-sufficiency 
in this sector of the economy 
or that. Let us suppose ther< is 
little or no unemployment but 
Pakistan has to import a couple 
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of million tons of wheat. Let 
us Suppose again that Pakistan 
is exporting a couple of 
million tons of wheat but there 
is widespread unemployment. 
What, of the two, is a more 
socially and politically accept- 
able option? This is a moot 
point and we are not making 
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recommendations but we think 
economic planning should be 
man-oriented rather than 
target-oriented. The next five- 
year plan, we hope, therefore, 
will be geared to fulfilling need 
rather than desire, to creating 
more jobs rather than promot- 
ing jobbery, to Serving man 
rather than the middleman.

[Text] The members of the Advisory Council were announced, the Council was 
convened in session which, after a few days, was adjourned for an unspecified 
time. There were lengthy discussions about the Advisory Council from within 
as well as without. The formation of the Advisory Council was not the only 
subject of discussion--there was an appreciable dialogue about the status 

and reality of the defunct political parties. At present, the issue at 

hand is not the legality or illegality, need or absence of need for the 
formation of the Advisory Council. What would have happened had the Council 
not been formed? Life would have gone on or the usual busy method of filling 
the gaps would have been adopted. In this regard our views are not hidden 
from anybody. We have written even before in these columns that, in view of 
the international situation, we talk about the traditional democracy in an 
emotional way but we tend to ignore its exigencies and needs. Anyway, this 
is a different matter. To us, next to defense, the important issue is 
inflation and corruption. The tragedy is not that we do have a problem but 
that no positive step has been taken so far to alleviate it. Nor is such 

a remedial step in sight. 


What happens is that the prices of consumer goods are increased periodically 
and all estimates of the budget go awry. Although [with price increases] the 
authorities promptly announce that the increases will not influence the 
public, this is never true. A new cycle of inflation begins and a lot of 
people get crushed under it. The increase in the rate of bribery is openly 
conceded and no decrease takes place in the crime rate. 


Time and again the steps towards the institution of Islamic order are 
mentioned. It is claimed that the programs on the media are helping in 
evolving a national identity. Quite often, religious conferences are also 
held. But, with the passage of time, instead of lessening, the difficulties 
of people are increasing. People cannot sleep in their homes peacefully 
because of the fear of thieves and robbers. Now, even banks have become 
unsafe. Hoodlums roam around everywhere so the gentle citizens are helpless 
before their onslaught. Now the people donned in the national dress are 
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visible in the offices, prayers are held, but bribery and corruption is 
increasing. These are the matters which have also been discussed in the 
Advisory Council. 


The truth is that if the people are contented then nobody can incite them or 
put them on the path of protest. If there is restlessness among people, then 
even a little thing becomes a cause celebre of a major disturbance. 


Now the need is [sentence deleted] that nothing should be done in solving 
the real problems of people. Nor should it be believed that their patience 
is unlimited. The question is what are the obstacles in the path of strict 
measures for ending bribery and corruption. Why is something not done for 
stemming crime? The reason is clear. No change has yet taken place in the 
system; the cultural structure is as before, lack of action is being made up 
by words. If the difficulties of people will not lesson or end, they will 
certainly become restless. The preachers of dry sermons and those who make 
speeches from their high offices need to come down from their high pulpits, 
mix with people and feel their pain and misery--and then alleviate it. It 
will need solid and conclusive steps on their part.

Judging by his writings and recent statements, we have every hope that he 
would impart economic realism to our planning and would take care to see 
that th. private sector entrepreneur is assigned at least such a place in 
our society where anybody who comes to occupy a position of some importance 
in the Government, would not find it easy to word-whip him only to seek 
headlines in the press. 


BUSINESS RECORDER wishes Haq Godspeed and faithful adherence to his declara- 
tion wherein he said "I will promise a new era of planned economic develop- 
ment’, We wish him ell the luck. However, we advise him in al! sincerity 
at this very stage berore he involves himself in the planning exercise to 
clarify what exactly he means by such abstractionism as "strong social 
conscience" and development which is "humane development". For, it is our 
belief that there is no productive activity, particularly when undertaken 
by the private entrepreneur, which is not needed or required by a substan- 
tial number of consumers of goods and services in a society. Then, again, 
humanism is a very subjective phenomenon. What an individual or a group of 
individuals may consider humane, an equal number or more or less may not 
find so humane. In economic activity by an individual anywhere, you cannot 
take away the profit motive. Investment in the production field is not a 
philanthropic activity. And if there is no monopoly and no cartelisation 
and the consumers have money to buy, then no profit margin is unconscion- 
able. Situations where profits become unconscionable, when more is not 
produced, prices do not come down and competition ends, are the creation of 
controls and unconscionable interference by the bureaucracy at every level 
in the day to day affairs of any and every business and industrial enter- 
prise. 


Having said all this as a friend and well-wisher, we would like to caution 
Dr. Haq against yet another pitfall. Over the years we have witnessed the 
perspective of some of our very brilliant men change with the change in 
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the seats they occupy. We do hope that the perspective Dr. Haq has 
developed about the role of private enterprise in the development of any 
economy will not change while he sits in Islamabad, flexibility or no 
flexibility, he should not allow the secretariat to blur his vision or 


distort his perspective. 
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DESAI STRESSES NEED FOR COOPERATION

dent in Bombay; date not specified] 


[Excerpt] India's former prime minister and senior statesman Mr Morarjee Desai 
has said that Russia wants to seize Baluchistan in order to be able to estab- 
lish its control over the area. "If Russia should get into Baluchistan," he 
said, "India would be in jeopardy as then Russia would become India's neighbour." 
JANG's special correspondent interviewed Morarjee Desai in his Marine Drive 
residence "Ocean" on the Bombay seashore. Mr Desai repeated his earlier state- 
ment that during Mr Brezhnev's visit to India when the Janata party was in 
office, he had instigated the Indians to teach Pakistan a lesson because it was 
helping Afghan refugees. Mr Desai said, "During my visit to Russia, I had 
several hours' private talks with the late premier Kosygin. I mentioned that 
Russia had the Afghan leader Daoud killed. But Kosygin denied the accusation, 
and maintained that Russia was in Afghanistan only because Afghanistan was in 
danger from Pakistan." 


Replying to a question about India's atomic program, Mr Morarjee said that 

India would not make an atom bomb and he hoped that Pakistan also would not 
make an atom bom. He said that there was no reason to doubt President Zia's 
assurances, because if Pakistan was foolish enough to build an atom bomb, India 
would destroy its installations in one day, since such installations could not 
be kept hidden. In answer to a question, Mr Desai expressed theview that there 
should not be fighting between India and Pakistan. He said that Mrs Indira 
Gandhi did not want war, nor was there any danger of a fresh war between the 

two countries. When reminded of Mrs Gandhi's sharp and bitter words, he said 
that Pakistan should pay no attention to them. He stated that as a sovereign 
country, Pakistan had the right to buy the weapons it needed, but he saw no 

need for Pakistan to stockpile weapons. If friendship were established be- 
tween the two countries, in time of danger India could come to Pakistan's 
defense. He said that Pakistan should remain strong; India and Pakistan should 
engage in trade with each other and visa requirements between the two countries 
should be ended. He thought that visa requirements should be abolished not only 
with Nepal and Bhutan, but also with Iran, Sri Lanka, Bangladesh and Burma. 

"The big powers want to see us at each others' throats; but if we become united, 
not only will our safety be assured, but the big powers themselves will be afraid 
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of us.' 


He said, "I have worked hard for friendship between Pakistan and India. 
Pakistan should move forward in this direction without allowing itself to be 
incited. Both countries will benefit from friendship, and Pakistan's benefit 
will be sreater. As a result of such friendship, Pakistan will not be in danger 
from Afyi.anistan and Russia, and the problem of Afghanistan will also be solved." 





When Mr Desai, who was one of the leaders of the Indian independence movement, 
was asked as to the basic reason for the strained relations between the two 
countries, he replied without hesitation, "Pakistan was not founded on love. 
Pakistan was created by enmity between the two countries. From the very begin- 
ning, there was hostility in Pakistan against India, whereas there were no such 
feelings in India." He said that Muslim brothers from Pakistan were now coming 
to India. "Muslims from India go to Pakistan to visit relatives, and return 

to India." 


Commenting on the background to the creation of Bangladesh, Mr Desai said, 
"East Pakistan was the more populous part of the country. Officers from the 
other part were appointed there. Mujeebur Rahman won the elections, but was 
not allowed to become prime minister. If he had been made premier, Bangladesh 
would not have been formed. When Bhutto and Yahya went to East Pakistan, 
Bhutto kept Mujeeb in the dark, and gave him the impression that he wanted an 
agreement; while at the same time he kept inciting Yahya, so much so that Yahya 
wanted to hang Mujeeb. Bhutto saved Mujeeb from the hanging, and rightly so. 


After Mujeeb's arrest, Yahya continued to blunder around blindly until the 
people were angered and declared a separation. Explaining the historical back- 
ground on Kashmir from India's point of view, Mr Desai said, "We did not take 
Kashmir; rather, Kashmir came to us. Hari Singh [ruler of Kashmir] made the 
offer on his own behalf; Shaykh Abdullah made the offer as the representative 

of the public and its flleings."' Mr Desai said that a referendum was no longer 
possible: "Pakistan has no right to Kashmir, and it should leave Kashmir and 
go away." 


Mr Desai revealed that during his premirship, the British government had said 

to him that he should suggest an end to the quarrel by accepting the present 
boundaries of Kashmir as permanent. But Desai said that he refused because such 
a step would have recognized Pakistan's claim to Kashmir. 


lf Pakistan should make such a suggestion, then it could be given thoughtful 
attention. He said that if Pakistan's argument is accepted that because the 
Muslims are the majority in Kashmir, it should become a part of Pakistan, Indian 
Hindus would start driving the Muslims out of India, and this would destroy 

both India and Pakistan.

INCREASING imports in 
Pakistan are producing sharper 
conflicts between the demands 
of manufacturers and import- 
ters. The importers want as 
few restrictons as possible 
om mmports. They want to 
import as many items as 
possible and in very large 
quantities. So the overall im- 
ports of Pakistan are close 
to 5.5 billion dollars. 

As the prices of many of 
these mm ports are cheaper than 
samilar goods manufactured in 
Pakistan, even after paying 
heavy mnport duties and sales 
tax, the manufacturers de- 
mand protection. They want 
some of the items which are 
available im the country to be 
banned, and the quantity of 
similar goods reduced. 

Undoubtedly there is merit 
in the protests of some manu- 
facturers that they are paying 
far higher import and excise 
duties and sales tax on ther 
manufacturers than importers 
do on the goods they import. 
Unfortunately the government 
has not lboked into them 
grievances sympathetically as 
it & more miterested mw reve- 
nues than in fiscal justice.

The vernment banned’ 
import honey following 
the plea of the industry that 
they can meet the country’s 
needs. As a result, the price 
of honey shot up sky high, 
and too many of the Pakistani 
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brands are suspect. Traders are 
now pleading for resumption 
of imports. The government 
should hence look into the 
merits of each case before the 
plea for banning the import 
of any item is accepted. If such 
ban means worse bulbs at 
higher prices, weaker ball pomt 
pens or more leaky battery 
cells with a shorter life, the 
country should be spared the 
costly bar. . | 
The government shouid also 
make a study of the prices of 
all the products the impor 
of which is banned in Pakistan. 
How much have the prices 
gone up,and how much has 
the quality changed for the 
better or worse? And is the 
supply adequate, and is it 
subject to periodic shortages 
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brought about by manipula- 
tions and = mialpsactices? It is 
the obligation of the govern- 
ment to keep down the prices 
of the items the import of 
which are banned. Otherwise 
the ban will abet the profiteers 
among the mdustrialisis and 
the sole agents and dealers. 

Industry must undoubtedly 
be helped, but not at the cost 
of all else, and not for ever. 
Trade, mdustry and labour 
must justify themselves on the 
basis of merit and performance. 
None of the three can be fat- 
tened or flattered at the 
expénseof others. This should 
be made clear to all the elie- 
ments not through words and 
lofty exhortations alone, but 
through positive policy for- 
mulations.

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EDITORIAL WELCOMES LIFTING OF RESTRICTION ON U.S. AID TO PAKISTAN

[Text] President Reagan has signed waivers officially lifting restrictions on 
aid to Pakistan. The United States government hasthus formally lifted the ban 
on giving economic and military aid to Pakistan. To fulfill the legal require- 
ments, President Reagan has sent the documents to the Congress, which can ex- 
press opposition to the measure if it wishes to do so within the next 30 days, 
but congressional opposition is not expected. The question of the resumption 
of aid to Pakistan has already been debated at length in the United States 
Congress, which finally decided to amend the foreign aid restrictions rule and 
allow the President to exempt Pakistan from these restrictions. In his letter 
to Congress, President Reagan presented an effective case for resuming military 
and economic aid to Pakistan. He pointed out that after the Russian attack on 
Afghanistan, Pakistan came under great military and political pressure aimed at 
forcing it to accept quietly the Russian military presence and control over 
Afghanistan. Reagan's letter further stated that the main objective of 
American economic aid to Pakistan and the sale of weapons to it under a joint 
loan agreement was to boost Pakistan's defensive capability, which was im- 
portant not only for Pakistan itself, but also for the entire Western Asia. 

In these critical times, he said, it was important to give foreign aid to 
Pakistan; not to do so would endanger America's important security inte: ts. 


An important point included in President Reagan's letter to Congress was that 
the United States should fulfill the legitimate security needs of its friends 
in order to help reduce the inducement to build atomic weapons. In fact, this 
was the reason for imposing restrictions on aid to Pakistan. Former President 
Carter was of the view that Pakistan was rapidly preparing to build atomic wea- 
pons, and that the easiest way to stop it was to end economic and military aid 
to Pakistan. The propaganda regarding Pakistan's so-called Islamic bomb was 
secretly organized by international elements led by the Jewish lobby which 
controls the European media of communication. Pakistan said then and continues 
to say now that it is not Pakistan's policy to make atom bombs. Pakistan's 
economy cannot afford the luxury of making atom bombs. Pakistan wants atomic 
energy for fuel, and will use its atomic capability for peaceful purposes. 

This has always been Pakistan's stand, and the proof of its sincerity is that 
several dates mentioned by Pakistan's opponents for Pakistan's atomic deto- 
nation have come and gone, and Pakistan has not exploded any nuclear devices; 
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nut does it intend to do so in the future. Another proof of Pakistan's sincer- 
ity is the statement of the director of the International Atomic Energy Agency 
that his agency had no evidence that Pakistan was using atomic fuel for non- 
peaceful purposes. 


It is a proof of Reagan's realism that in spite of international propaganda he 
has accepted Pakistan's peaceful and sincere stand, and at the same time has 
felt and acknowledged the fact shat if Pakistan's security needs are fulfilled, 
Pakistan will have no need to build an atom bomb. 


It is a matter for satisfaction that as a world power, the U.S. has recognized 
the Afghans’ struggle for freedom, and has felt the need to give economic and 
military aid to Pakistan to combat the Russian presence and reduce the load 

on Pakistan's economy caused by the more than 2.6 million Afghan refugees 
which it has accepted. Whatever Pakistan has done for the Afghan refugees is 
based solely on its sentiment as a brother Islamic country, and not at 
America's behest. In the same way, Pakistan is not the protagonist in the 
tensions exacerbated by the presence of Russian troops in Afghanistan. Rather, 
Pakistan declares openly that it has no quarrel with Russia, but wants good 
relations with that country. Pakistan's sole problem are the Afghan refugees. 
The day they return to their country will see complete order and peace in the 
area. The fact is obvious that Pakistan has not given any military bases to 
the United States in exchange for its aid. Under such conditions, the rein- 
Statement of American aid to Pakistan is a pleasant action.

[Text] The Punjab government's order to elected local councillors regarding the 
issuing of statements, membership in organizations, forming assoc/ations or 
criticizing the policies of federal and provincial governments can only be de- 
scribed in polite terms as unintelligible. Municipal councillors are the 
elected representatives of the people. Even though their election is on a non- 
political basis and their entrusted duties are limited to local offices, it is 
clear that these councillors are not government employees on whom such restric- 
tions could be binding. These councillors are knowledgeable citizens, and 
various responsible individuals in the government have acknowledged that the 
performance of local bodies has been satisfactory. There is now talk of future 
municipal elections. In view of these facts, it seems incomprehensible to im 
pose such wide-ranging and stringent restrictions on local councillors. We do 
not know whether these restrictions are part of the general decision to forbid 
even limited political activity in the country, or whether opposition to the 
government by the local councillors was feared. One thing is certain: the 
present councillors, who have been sifted through the fine mesh over and over 
again, will react adversely to the new restrictions, and the result will be 
that the usefulness and popularity of local offices will diminish considerably. 
We maintain that the bureaucracy is making these decisions and having them 
passed, arousing adverse reactions. Some time back a decision was made re- 
garding mosques which is arousing justified anger. Now another decision has 
been made that is both unpopular and unseemly. The Punjab government should 
review it.

Ghulam Dastgir Khan has called for training of the abundant manpower on more 
scientific lines to meet the requirements of the various sectors of the 


economy. 


Addressing the in-service trainees of the 10th course on Development of 
Employment Income and Resources" at the Manpower Institute here yesterday 
the Minister said that for the best utilisation of the manpower it was 
essential that such policies should be made which could help in creation of 
more job opportunities. [as published] 


He said whereas it was necessary that the investment in the development 
projects be increased simultaneously the judicious distribution of income 
and the proper utilisation of the manpower must also be given due considera- 
tion. 


He said that President Gen. Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq had directed that the Man- 
power Institute should act as a research cell where experts should devise 
ways and means keeping in view the modern requirements of the manpower. 


In this regard, Mr Dastagir said that we would have to bridge the existing 
gap between the rural and the urban areas which was only possible by acceler- 
ating the development of the rural areas. For this purpose, the communica- 
tion system electricity educational institutions medical aid, technical 
education potable water and above all the development of the non-agriculture 
professions were the main requirements of our rural areas he added. 


Tere other important factor for our policy was that the style of our progress 
should be labour-intensive and capital-saving. [as published] In this con- 
nection the Minister pointed out that we should acquire such technology 

which could be according to our atmosphere, economy material and human 
resources. This could only be achieved by moulding the local scientific and 
professional research on more positive lines. 


/The existing scientific research and professional centres should, therefore 
be given proper patronage and financial assistance so that the country could 
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become self-sufficient in this fields he added. [in boldface} [as pub-

He said that another most important sector which needed more attention was 
proper planning of the existing manpower available in the country for which 
a sound statistical base was essential. Such base could help in meeting the 
demand and supply of the manpower, he added. 


Improper Manning 


Mr. Dastgir further said "We all know that because of improper manning of 
the manpower the country is facing’ lot of problems in this regard. On 

one side we have abundance of manpower while on the other hand, most of our 
development projects need suitable and qualified manpower which is not 
available. We will therefore have to maintain a balance between the quali- 
tative and quantitative demand and supply of the manpower so that it can be 
suitably utilised. 


He pointed out that the Ministry of Labour Manpower and Overseas Pakistanis 
was recognising the research work and efforts were being made to bring it 

on more sound footing. He hoped that in future all necessary facilities would 
be available with regard to various problems of manpower on more scientific 
lines which would help in formation of the effective policies. 


He asked the Director of the Institute that he intake of the trainees for 
the future courses should be increased to about 50 so that the people 
trained in the institute could guide in proper planning in various fields.

Dr. Usmani said that Pakistan would be the first country to have an exclu- 
sively Silicon technology centre financed by the United Nations. He said 
he had come to Pakistan to finalised the details of this centre. [as pub-

Dr. Usmani paid tributes to the present Government for accelerating the pace 
of rural electrification in the country. The number of villages provided 
electricity during the past five years was more than the number of villages 
given this facility during the first thirty years of independence. 


He said rural electrification could be greatly speeded up with the introduc- 
tion of solar energy as a practical technology in Pakistan. 


He said the approach of countries like Pakistan towards the energy problems 
should not be project oriented. He suggested establishment of a Central 
Institute for Energy in Pakistan to co-ordinate efforts of all agencies 
working in this field and to devise the frame work of a national energy 
Sstrategy.--APP.

[Text] The Federal Government has received 11 specific proposals of joint 
venture collaboration and supply of technical know-how in industrial fields 
from the American investors. 


According to the official source the proposals have been communicated by 
some of the members of Pak-USA economic council delegation which visited 
Pakistan late last year and had showed keen interest in setting up joint 
industrial ventures and to supply technical assistance in certain specific 
fields. 


One of the New York based company and a subsidiary of a world known multi- 
national concern has offered to supply meat extract plants to the Pakistani 
investors. 


Another American company based in Florida has expressed willingness to enter 
into joint venture collaboration with Pakistani businessmen for manufacture 
of chain saws in Pakistan. 


The sources said that some of the delegation members have expressed the view 
that Sweden and Japan's technology in the field of ball bearing was more 
appropriate for Pakistan and have therefore suggested the Pakistani entre- 
preneurs to contact known and reputable companies like SKF in Sweden and 
Nippon in Japan. 


European Technology 


In matter of footwear the delegation members felt that European technology 
for footwear was much more suitable and that well known French and Italian 
companies be approached for acquiring relevant technology. 


Similarly one of the members of the American investors team has advised 
the Pakistani pharmaceutical manufacturers to establish contact with well 
known Danish firm for acquiring technology to produce. 


The delegation members who represented American i multi-nationals and 


reputable concerns engaged in manufacture and supply of diversified produc- 
tion lines have offered Pakistani investors a number of items like high 
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voltage switchgears, plants for extracting citrus juices, coal-tar frac- 
tionalisation plants, vegetable dehydration plants and special steel prod- 
ucts. 


The sources said that federal industries ministry has already communicated 
the names and addresses of all the American investors to the various 
Chambers of Commerce and Industry in the country so that Pakistani entre- 
preneurs could establish direct contact with them for entering into joint 
collaboration.--PPI 
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WORLD BANK TO AID IN RENOVATION OF CHANNELS

[Text] Lahore: March 11: The World Bank is keen to assist renovation of 
Punjab irrigation channels; it was stated by Mr S. S. Kirmani; Director; 
World Bank for South East Asian and Pacific Regions; while addressing a 
seminar in "New Strategies in Irrigation at the Engineering University here. 


Mr Kirmani disclosed that the World Bank had changed its priorities of 
assistance to the developing countries and now Rs 6000/- crore had been 
allocated for agriculture and energy development projects. Of this Rs 
4000/- crore had been earmarked for agriculture development and Rs 2000 
crore for boosting energy production. He disclosed that the world was faced 
with acute food shortage, and in 1982-85 it was feared that this deficit 
would be about 45 lakh tons. Mr Kirmani advised the irrigation engineers 
to make a reapprisal of the water distribution system and concentrate on 
intensive irrigation; as the new qualities of seed and large-scale use of 
fertilizers pre-supposes absorbition [as published] of large quantity of 
water. 


He cited the example of Taiwan; Korea and Indonesia where the food production 
had been doubled due to intensive watering and levelling of fields. Punjab, 
he said; used to be the granary of the subcontinent and it would attain the 
same position if water distribution was made equitable and scientific. 

Water should not go waste and new areas of land in Cholistan should be 
brought within the command area of irrigation as soon as possible. [as pub-

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BHOPALI ON ‘HOAX' OF WIDER PARTIES’ ALLIANCE

[Text] Mr. Zahoorul Hasan Bhopali, a member of Majlis-i-Shoora, said here 
yesterday that the "hoax" of a wider alliance among the defunct political 
parties had been fully exposed and people could no longer be taken in by 
such negative tactics. 


Addressing a Press conference at a local hotel, Mr. Bhopali said that he too 
wanted the restoration of democracy in the country. He believed that elec- 
tions were "inevitable". But in his opinion the elections should result 

in a stable Government which might eliminate the chances of another Martial 
Law in the country. 


Mr. Bhopali said that parties which were politically and ideol \gically 
opposed to each other could not forma stable government. People would 
never support any unnatural, illogical and baseless alliance. Only the 
ideologically-oriented parties could form an effective alliance for giving 
a stable and efficient administration to the country. 


He said the issue of enforcing an Islamic system (Nizam-i-Mustafa) in 
Pakistan should be above all controversy and all Islam-loving parties should 
cooperate with the present Government in this respect irrespective of their 
political differences. 


Mr. Bhopali said that if the Islam-loving parties failed to form an ideologi- 
cal alliance or suggest a formula for holding elections and transfer of power 
through peaceful means, the Majlis-i-Shoora would not be bound by the contra- 
dictory views of such parties and politicians. In that case the Government 
and Majlis-i-Shoora would be free to chart out a course of action of their 
own. 


He refuted the allegation that there was a move to do away with the principle 
of “one man, one vote". Actually nobody was opposed to this principle, he 
added. 


Mr. Bhopali said that defunct Pakistan National Alliance had in its own 
manifesto demanding a constitutional amendment to reduce the powers of the 
Prime Minister and the Chief Ministers in the provinces. Now the former 
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components of PNA were trying to present the 1973 Constitution as sacrosanct, 
he remarked. 


Mr. Bhopali said the reports about dacoities, bomb blasts and subversion in 
the interior of Sind were without much truth. But there was an element 
“patharedars™ who were kidnapping children, and even grown up persons and 
stealing cattle with the connivance of some big landlards. [as published] 
He suggested that the Government should take strict measures against these 
elements. 


Mr. Bhopali said that the people in the rural areas should be given a greater 
sense of security that if they pointed out any injustice they would not be 
victimised by the petty officials. He said that SHO of a police station 
about which there were too many complaints or in whose area too many crimes 
were committed, should be suspended and an enquiry should be ordered against 
him. 


Replying to a question, Mr. Bhopali said that if the political leaders 


failed to evolved a formula for a peaceful transfer of power, the Majlis-i- 
Shoora could pave the way for elections within a year.--APP [as published]

It has been a decade since the UN General 
Assembly first passed a resolution declaring the 
Indiar Ocean a zone of peace. The genesis of this 


concept can be traced back to the 1964 conferenco — 


of Non-Aligned countries held in Cairo. The ther 
Prime Minister of Sri Lanka put forward the pro- 
eee aed Ga ees 

e conference endorsed this proposal and supported 
the establishment of a nuclear-weapons-free zone in 
the Indian Ocean. Later in 1970, this proposal wa< 
also endorsed at the Lusaka conference and the 
Commonwealth Heads of Government Conferenc. 
held in Singapore in January, 1971. In December, 
1971, the UN General Assembly passed a resolution 
initiated by Sri Lanka calling upon the Great Powers 
to enter into negotiations with the littoral States 
with the objective of (i) stopping any further escal- 
ation and expansion of their military presence; (ii) 
removing all kinds of military installations, bases and 
logistical supply facilities. It also urged the littoral 
and hinterland States, the permanent members of 
the Security Council] and other major maritime 
users Of the Indian Ocean to consult each other for 
the purpose of implementation of this' Declaration 
and to ensure that (i) the Indian Ocean jis not used 
by a State for “any threat or use of force” against 
any littoral and hinterland State in violeion of the 
UN Charter (ii) subject to these conditions. the 
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right to free and use of the Zone of Peace 
oe the vessels all States is not impeded: the 
Secretary-General of United Nations was asked to 
report to the next session of the General Assembly 
on the efforts made for the implesentation of the 
resolution. 


Since then conferences were held and grave 
concerns were expressed on the presence of super- 
powers in the Indian Ocean. The littoral states also 
time and again brought into light their anxiety on 
the threats being by the superpowers to peacc 
and security of the region. Both the superpowers 
are actively pursuing their policy of domination in 
the Indian Ocean. If the present trend continues, 
both the great powers will further increase their 
military presence in the region. The situation has 
further deteriorated because of the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. The Pakistani Re- 
presentative has rightly said: “The continued pre- 
sence of the Soviet troops in Afghanistan and the 
festering crisis in that country have jeopardised the 
security of neighbouring States and carry grave 
implications far beyond the region.” He also marie 
it clear to the world how Pakistan looks at the 
situation. He said that Pakistan’s peace zone concept 
took into account threats of both extra regionz] 
origins to the sovereignty, independence and terri- 
toria! integrity of land-locked States. The first 
category related to the foreign military presence in 
all its manifestation, whether land-based or ocean. 
based in the region, as well as any military activity 
or build-up in the vicinity of the region which would 
constitute a threat to the security of those States. 


Removal of that threat, therefore, would not 
only mean the elimination of foreign bases and naval 
presence in the Indian Ocean but also the with- 
drawal of foreign occupation troops on the terri- 
tories of the littoral and hinterland states, as well as 
obligations on the part of outside powers not to 
engage in military activity detrimental to the 
security interests of the regional] states. 


Littoral States of the Indian Ocean region thus 
would do well if they cast off their differences, if 
any, and unite to fight against the threats that hav: 
been created by the superpowers. Their presence ir 
the Indian Ocean will continue to pose danger to 
peace and security in the region.

Respond- 
ing to demands put for- 
ward by the Pakistanis liv- 
ing in England the Federal 
Minister for Overseas Pak- 
istanis, Mr. Ghulam Dasta- 
gir Khan, during his recent 
visit there promised to 
expand the commercial 
side of the embassy. In 
return, the Pakistanis have 
offered to build a Pakis- 
tan House in London to 
promote national products 
there, an extremely useful 
proposal. 

We have perhaps not 
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properly acknowledged the 
share of the. expatriate 
Pakistani in our economic 
performance. We should 
not forget that half of our 
foreign exchange earnings 
annually is money sent 
home by workers abroad. 
It is some kind of failure 
on our part that this cru- 
cial contribution to our 
balance of payments is 
made by only 15 per cent 
of expatriate Pakistanis. 
The rest are obviously dis- 
couraged from saving and 
sending home money be- 
cause of our difficult pro- 
cedures. A cause for fur- 
ther worry can be detected 
in the fact that 63 per 
cent of the remittances are, 
spent on non-productive: 
ventures like real estate! 
and luxury goods. The 13 
per cent channelled into 
productive ventures indi- 
cates that we have not 
been able to guide foreign 
savings on the lines requir- 
ed by our economy.

There are 
many projects being carmed 
out in the light of Pakistan's 
economic order and the King- 
dom's financial potentialities, 
he added. 
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Replying tQ@ a question 
about Saudi co-operation witn 
Pakistan initsefforts towards 
complete enforcement of Isla 
mic Shariah, the Ambassador 
said: “Pakistan inherited some 
iMstitutionalised laws from 
the British, yet it is moving 
fast towards the introduction 
of Islamic Shariah.

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DRILLING OF TWO OIL WELLS IN ATTOCK BEGINS

[Text] Tut, March 13: The Federal Minister for Petroleum and Natural 
Resources, Maj-Gen. (Retd) Rao Farman Ali Khan, on Saturday inaugurated 
the drilling of two oil wells in Attock district. 


Both the wells would be drilled by the Oil and Gas Development Corporation 
(OGDC). Presently, five rigs of OGDC were operating simultaneously in 
different parts of the country. The other and the sixth rig of the Cor- 
poration would also be put into operation next month. 


The two wells were inaugurated at Dakhni and Tut. The Minister, speaking 
on both the occasions, lauded the services of the OGDC for endeavouring to 
promote prosperity in the country. 


He said the government keenly desired to make OGDC a model organisation in 
the country. 


The Minister was informed that Dakhni was a new area where extensive 
seismological survey had been undertaken. It was further explained to him 
that four companies had failed to discover oil in this sector during the 
last several years, but the Corporation was very hopeful of the result. 


The drilling had been undertaken with the help of Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA), which had supplied very sophisticated equipment 
for the purpose. 


The Minister, during his visit to the Tut oilfield, also inspected Tut 
Well No. 13, where drilling was making satisfactory progress. 


The Minister was informed that special diversion had been carried out 2350 
metres depth. This was done due to some problems in the well. The opera- 
tion, known as window cutting, was not unusual during such overations. 


This was also the first occasion during which drilling of two wells had been 


inaugurated on the same day.--APP.

vegetable ghee or cooking 
oil. The solid cooking oil 
is} a mixture of palm oil 
and sterine.

India, Ceylon and Malaysia are 
reported to be using it as a 
cooking medium without fur- 
ther processing thus saying e>- 
penses occurred an its blending. 


However, in Pakistan the 
palm oll was first blended _ 
and then marketed bat now 
it is being sold as “ghee” 
without processing. “How 
the manufacturers surrepti- 
tiously abandoned the orgi- 


nal practice of biendin;g 

and resorted to cheat the 

consumers by selling + 

supurious item?” officiais 

here are asking.

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THIRTEEN MORE CEMENT PLANTS TO BE SET UP 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 12 Mar 82 pp 1, 9 


[Text] The Federal Government has sanctioned 13 cement plants, including 
four in public sector, to meet the deficit in its production in the country, 
Lt.-Gen. Saeed Qadir, Production Minister, said here yesterday. 


Addressing a Press conference, he said that ten cement factories were operat- 
ing inethe country producing four million tons annually. 


He said that the annual import of ten to 15 lakh tons of cement was not a 
healthy sign when all the raw materials are available in the country and its 
plant could be manufactured locally. 


The Minister said that a new cement plant would be set up at D. G. Khan 
with the ‘inancial assistance of the Asian Development Bank. 


Gen. Qadir described as incorrect the Press report that the production of 
cement has been curtailed because of the glut of cement in the market as a 
result of its import. 


He said that cement was available every where in the country in abundance. 
Its black-marketting had come to an end. 


He said that both public and private sectors should import cement for check 
and balance in its price. He added that it was also not true that public 
sector imported cement at higher cost. In fact, he added, cement imported 
under barter was generally costlier. But it was a two way traffic. The 
items from Pakistan are exported under barter at comparatively higher rates. 


The Minister told another correspondent that 97 per cent of the total capacity 


of the cement factor is utilised in the country. All factories are running 
well. 


To another question, he said that they felt difficulty in the movement of 
cement. 32,000 tons of cement are in stock in Zeal Pak Factory. 


The Minister said that the Government had decided to dis-invest Shahdadkot 
Textile Mills which is running in loss. 


The Government he said, soon would call bids. He hoped that some private 
party would come forward and buy it.--APP

RAINEE RIVER (Sukkur 
district), March 10: The Sind 
Governor Lt-Gen. S. M. 
Abbasi today directed for 
casrying Out a joint survey by

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PLAN TO IMPROVE SLUMS STEPPED UP

[Text] Islamabad, March 13: Acting on a directive of the Federal Govern- 
ment, all provincial Governments have stepped up implementation of a plan to 
improve Katchi Abadies in the major cities of the country, before January, 
1978. fas published] 


The directive is believed to have been issued after a recently-held meeting 
of the Inter-provincial Committee with Air Marshal Inamul Haque, the Minister 
for Housing and Works and Urban Affairs in the chair. 


President Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq is very keen on speedy regularisation of the 
Katchi Abadies and Air Marshal Inamul Haque is vigorously pursuing the 
matter with provincial Governments for its expedition. 


A committee was also set up to co-ordinate the plan at Federal level and have 
an effective control of Federal state land and ownership, removal of 
encroachments and its transfer to the provincial Governments for settlement 
and development. 


The committee will meet here on March 15 to speed up the Katchi Abadies 
regularisation p! a and to apprise the President on the present situation. 


The implementation of the plan had begun a few years ago and till this day, 
thousands of people have already benefited through the regularisation and 
development of Katchi Abadies at the cost of million of rupees. 


The provincial Governments were asked to direct the district and municipal 
authorities to regularise Katchi Abadies on state lands established before 
Jan 1 1978. 


For this purpose the existing Katchi Abadies were demarcated and the remain- 
ing issues of conferring property rights on such residents are in the final 
stages. 


In populous Punjab province, the provincial Government had also decided that 
prices of land would be paid at the rate of Rs 20,000 per acre to the 
official departments for the establishment of Katchi Abadies on the state 
land.

Following is the situation on Katchi Abadies in different cities: 


lahore: Lahore Development Authority have already completed development 

work on 20 Katchi Abadies the development on 10 additional Katchi Abadies 

is in progress, after compietion of development work, provisional proprietary 
rights have been granted to the residents of the Katchi Abadies of new 

Crole, Basti Saidan Shah, Liaquatabad, Mela Ram Park, Nasirabad Islampura 
Shahdra and Shah Shamas Colony.

survey of 43 Katchi Abadies out of 84 has also been completed development 
work of 16 Katchi Abadies would also be taken up during the current financial 
year. Provincial proprietary rights have been granted to 108 families. 


Faisalabad: Out of 9,537 families, allotment orders have been given to 5,996 
families of 12 Katchi Abadies, the remaining allotment order will be issued 
after resolving the disputed cases, in factory area and old Sabzi Mandi, 
4,401 families out of 10,686 have been allotted quarters constructed in 
Allama Iqbal Colony. 


In other district towns, 55 Katchi Abadies have been developed and are mature 
for conferment of leasehold rights, an amount of Rs 31.75 crores has been 
allocated by the Punjab Government for development of Katchi Abadies and 
improvement of slum areas from 1976-77 to 1980-81. Funds have also been 

made available for payment of cost of land under Katchi Abadies belonging 

to different departments.

Karachi: There are 362 Katchi Abadies in Karachi spreading over an area of 
11,200 acres out of which an area of 7,938 acres, comprising 290 abadies, 
is regularisable. In consultation with the local councillors, 115 settle- 
ments were notified for regularisation. A grant of Rs 20 million was also 
Sanctioned by the Federal Government for the Regularisation and development 
of Katchi Abadies. This is to be utilised for the improvement of Baldia 
scheme and setting up of a revolving fund, since Government land in Baldia 
and Gulbahar stands transferred to KMC, adequate progress is being made in 
respect of regularisation works, field offices have been established and 
strengthened to expedite the work. 


Progress so far achieved in the Karachi division is: Net regularisable area 
of 290 Katchi Abadies: 7,938 acres; Area surveyed and schemes completed: 
4,022 acres; Area in survey stage 955 acres; Area where survey is required: 
2,961 acres; Number of leases issued: 25,500. 


Hyderabad: There are 110 Katchi Abadies within the limits of Hyderabad 
Municipal Corporation, covering 1440 acres. In all 19 Katchi Abadies, 
covering 224 acres, have been regularised. 


The remaining 91 Katchi Abadies occupying 1,216 acres were taken up for 
issuing entitlement slips to residents, nearly 7,000 families have been 
zranted proprietary rights. 


In 61 Katchi Abadies, detailed physical survey has been carried out. In 
order to expedite regularisation work a sub-registrar has been posted in 
Hyderabad Municipal Corporation, providing facility of registration of 
documents to avoid any inconvenience to the public. 


The Revenue Department has transferred 97 acres of land to Katchi Abadies 
under MLO 110. An amount of Rs 2.7 million has so far been incurred for 
development. 


Sukkur Division: There are 294 Katchi Abadies, comprising 1,27,135 families, 
out of which 254 have been regularised and leases to 124 families issued. 
Further work on regularisation of Katchi Abadies has been initiated as per 
MLO 110.

The UGC has 
specifically been asked to suggest measures by which more colleges could be

The President said he decided to 
amend the Anti-Subversion law after 
the country normalized diplomatic 
relations with the two leading 
communist countries, the People’s 
Republic of China in 1975 and the 
Soviet Union in 1976.

“Communist Party” as being out- 
lawed. In its place, a provision was 
adopted outlawing any organization

Geronimo Z. Velasco 
said the gains in the

Corporation (NPC) 
which is assigned in- 
directly to bring elec- 
tricity to every re- 
sidential, commercial 
and industrial house- 
holds, has programmed 
to complete the power 
grids in seven major 
islands (Luzon, Minda- 
nao, Visayas, Cebu, 
Bohol, Negros and 
Panay) by the end of 
1985. 

The Luzon grid will 
generate power from 
hydro, geothermal, 
nuclear and coal 
planta, some of which 
are now under con- 
struction and the 
others to start con- 
struction in the next 
four years. 

About eight generat- 
ing plants will be con- 
structed to give a total 
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of 1,910 megawatts. 
The Mindanao grid, 
on the other hand, will 
largely generate its 
power from hydro ener- 
gy specifically from the 
Agus river complex. 
In addition to the 
two existing hydro 
power plants (Agus 2 
and 6) which are sup- 
plying the Mindanao 
some 400 megawatts, 
Agus one, four, five 
and seven will start 
operating between 
1983 and 1985. The op- 
eration of the Agus 
plants will give 339 
megawatts additional 


However, in anti- 
cipation of the estab- 
lishment of two big in- 
dustrial plants in Min- 
danao — an aluminum 
and a steel plants — 
NPC has programmed 
the construction of 
Pulangi IV, another 
hydro plant and four 
coal thermal plants, 
giving additional of 
780 megawatts power.

AGRICULTURAL PRICES--The president and the cabinet have approved increases in 
the price of sugar to offset production costs. The increases take effect im- 
mediately. As approved, refined sugar will be selling 85 centavos higher per 
kilo, and brown sugar will sell 80 centavos higher per kilo. The price hike 
in sugar was the first in 3 years. The price adjustment will enable planters 
to meet rising production costs and implement overdue wage settlerents for 
sugar workers.

ECONOMIC SURVEY FOR 1981 STATISTICS REVEALED 
BKO11616 Singapore Domestic Service in English 1100 GMT 1 Mar 82 


[Text] The economic survey of Singapore for last year says the republic 
remained one of the few bright growth areas in the world together with 
other noncommunist countries in the West Pacific basin. Its gross domestic 
product [GDP] grew by 9.9 percent. It was a diversified economic base and 
export market that had again helped Singapore attain this high growth. 


The survey, published by the Ministry of Trade and Industry, says the lead- 
ing growth factor last year was again financial and business services with 

a contribution of 27 percent to the overall GDP growth. The manufacturing 

sector remained the second largest contributor with 22 percent, followed by 
transport and communications with 21 percent. The trade sector contributed 
13 percent to the GDP growth and construction, 9 percent. 


In terms of growth rate, however, most of the sectors did nut do as well as 
in the previous year. Construction was the only sector whose growth rate 
was higher than a year before. It grew by 1/7 percent. 


The financial and business services sector was still the fastest growing with 
an 18 percent growth rate. The survey attributed the high growth mainly to 
strong demand for finance and banking services. 


Singapore's external trade achieved an 8 percent growth rate. The recovery 
of the petroleum industry was the main reason for the growth. Petroleum had 
actually accounted for one-third of the republic's total trade. 


Turning to economic restructuring, the survey said although the final result 

of the program could only be seen in the long run, there were already encour- 
aging signs of industries responding well to it. Overall productivity increased 
more than two-fold over 1979 to 5.4 percent last year. This, the survey said, 
was due to the conscious effort made by industrialists and businessmen to in- 
vest in capital equipment and machinery. This was more visible in the manu- 
facturing sector whose productivity grew by 9.5 percent last year, almost 

twice that of the previous year. 


The survey noted that the republic continued to be a very attractive place for 


foreign investment. As in June last year, total foreign investment in fixed 
assets in the manufacturing industries reached 8 billion dollars, an increase 
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of 16 percent compared with the year before. Local investors committed a 
record high of 610 million dollars during the year. This was almost three 
times that of 1980 and five times that of 1979, when the restructuring pro- 
gram was introduced. The share of local commitment also rose from 14 per- 
cent in 1980 to 31 percent last year. 


Where inflation was concerned, it was found to be easing slightly. Consumer 
prices grew more slowly by 8.2 percent as against 8.5 in 1980. The survey 
expects prices this year to rise even more slowly in view of an unexpected 
decline in world inflation, the weakening oil prices and falling prices of 
food commodities, such as rice and sugar. 


The survey also made a projection of the world performance in 1982. It said 
the immediate outlook for the OECD countries was for a deepening recession 

with the U.S. economy expected to recover only around the middle of the year. 
Singapore could hope to feel the beneficial impact of this recovery towards 
the end of the year. As for the Singapore economy itself, it should grow more 
slowly than in 1981.

SPLO CASE DETAINEES RELEASED AFTER REPENTING 
BK191348 Singapore Domestic Service in English 1100 GMT 8 Feb 82 


[Text] Five persons, who were implicated by the core members of a clandestine 
group, the Singapore People's Liberation Organization [SPLO], in their conspir- 
acy to overthrow the government through the use of arms and other acts of 
violence, were released from detention today. 


A Ministry of Home Affairs statement says the five, who have given voluntary 
handwritten statements admitting their involvement in the revolutionary 
group, have also expressed repentence. They now realize that they have been 
misled by the four core members to become party to a plan to turn the country 
into turmoil. Since they are not the prime movers in the group and have 
generally repented, the government released them today. 


The four core members--Zainulabiddin Bin Mohamad Shah, Hashim Bin Mukayat, 
Abdul Rahim Bin Abdul Rahman, Sulaiman Bin Mohamad Shariff and a fifth 
person, Hamid Bin Hussin who printed subversive pamphlets for the group--are 
now serving jail terms arranging from 2 to 4 years after they pleaded guilty 
last month to charges under the intemal security act. 


They had planned to create communal unrest by distributing subversive pamphlets 
and to perpetuate acts of arson as well as planting of bombs in public places. 
The group had also intended to solicit aid from foreign powers. 


Particulars of the five released today and the extent of their involvement 
were given by the ministry. 


Mohamad Isa Bin Abdul Aziz is a 24-year old (7HDB) car-park supervisor and 
a member of the Workers Party. He was used by Hashim Mukayat to recruit 
Malay youth from the Jalan Eunos and Kaki Bukit areas, ostensibly for the 
Workers Party but who would later be used by the group for a revolution. 


Mohamed Fossil Bin Mohamed Yahiya is a 38-year old Indian Muslim. He is an 
(?ex-SDF) captain and is now a [word indistinct]. In October last year, he 
was approached by Zainulabiddin to form a clandestine group to distribute 
anonymous pamphlets to discredit the government. He was also asked by 
Zainulabiddinto solicit funds for the group from the Russian embassy in 
Singapore and the Libyan Embassy in Kuala Lumpur. 
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Fossil, together with Zainulabiddin and Sulaiman, had prepared and circulated 
opies of three secret, anonymous letters between 1978 and 1980. These letters 
accused the government of suppressing the Malays and the Islam. 


Othman Bin Abdullah, age 47, is a proprietor of a small firm. From 1966-1971, 
he was actively involved in Pertubohan Kebangsaan Melayu Singapura [Singapore 
Malay National Organization], PKMS. He was a Workers Party candidate for the 
1972 and 1976 general election. He is currently a Workers Party cadre member. 
He attended a meeting in October last year, in which Zainulabiddin first mooted 
the idea of forming a clandestine group to wage a revolution. He agreed to 
recruit members for the group. 





Air Ali Bin Mohamad, 34 years and an Indian Muslim, is a wharf clerk. He was 
involved in Persatuan Melayu Singpur [Singapore Malayan Association] and United 
National Front, the UNF. He was a UNF candidate in the 1972 general election. 
He is currently a Workers Party Central Executive Committee member. He informed 
the meeting of last October that he «new a silat [Malayan self-defense art] 
instructor who could help them in the revolution. He also suggested that the 
group should try to penetrate the youth section of Jamiyah, the Muslim Mission- 
ary Society of Singapore, and make use of its method to achieve the objective 

of their struggle. 


The fifth person released today, Abdullah Bin Salam, age 33, is also an imni- 
grant. He is a free-lance canvasser and a Central Executive Committee member 
of PKMS. He agreed to help in the distribution of subversive pamphlets when 
asked by Sulaiman to do so. 


The home affairs statement, which announced the release of the five men, 


reiterated that the government will not hesitate to act resolutely against 
any individual or group who poses a security threat to the country.

BUDGET ESTIMATES--There will be no new taxes or rising of the rates of exist- 
ing taxes for the next financial year. Presenting his budget to parliament 
today, the minister for trade and industry, Dr Tony Tan, announced instead 
four concessions for individual taxpayers covering (CUB) bills and the full 
pension and provident fund, aged dependent relief and estate duty. The budget 
timates for the next financial year provide for a total expenditure of 
$12,440 million. Of this amount, $7,156 million or nearly 60 percent is for 
education and manpower training, infrastructure, industrial and commercial de- 
velopment as well as public housing. The recurrent expenditure of government 
programs will total $5,591 million. This is 22 percent higher than that for 
the financial year 1981 and, according to Dr Tan, should be adequate to cover 
rising costs as well as expansion of the central functions, such as, education 
and manpower training. Dr Tan told the house that the objectives of the budget 
are to increase the supply of skilled, technical and professional manpower 
needed to facilitate the restructuring and upgrading to the economy, sec up 
infrastructure, industrial and commercial development so as to sustain econo- 
mic growth and promote economic restructuring and accelerate the public hous- 
ing construction program to meet the rising demands for housing units.
